COUNTY JUDGE: SARAH ECKHARDT 

Eckhardt’s greatest strength is that she 
has been knee-deep in county work for many 
years, first as an assistant county attorney, 
and then for six years as Pet. 2 Commissioner, 
working on all kinds of initiatives to improve 
quality of life and making the county more 
“efficient, just, healthy, mobile, and green.” 
She has also clearly articulated progressive 
goals for the whole region on matters like 
transportation and the environment, and 
she’s done good spadework as the county’s 
representative on the Capital Area 
Metropolitan Planning Organization, build- 
ing regional partnerships where a great deal 
of time and energy must be spent to make 
very slow progress. 

PRECINCT 2 COMMISSIONER: BRIGID SHEA 

There are three very qualified candidates 
in this race to fill the seat vacated by former 
commissioner Sarah Eckhardt: Brigid Shea, 
Richard Jung, and Garry Brown. Of the 
three, Shea offers a formidable combination 


of policy and political skills that would ben- 
efit the entire court as it navigates weighty 
regional issues like water and transpor- 
tation. We believe Shea’s demon 
strated ability to bring people 
together and her capacity to 
reach across the aisle to find 
common ground make her the 
best of three good choices here. 

PRECINCT 4 COMMISSIONER: 

NO ENDORSEMENT 

We are disappointed that incum- 
bent Margaret Gomez did not draw a 
strong opponent in her bid to retain the 
seat she has held since 1995. Darla Wegner, a 
Del Valle ISD trustee, filed for the Democratic 
nomination but has done little to mount any 
sort of serious campaign in this historically 
low-voter-turnout precinct concentrated in 
southeast Austin and Travis County. While 
we cannot recommend her underqualified 
opponent, neither can we lend another 
endorsement to an incumbent who appears to 
have become a careerist politician whose pri- 
orities are no longer those of her constituents.

Five Democrats have filed in the fight to 
remove John Cornyn, but only two have 
strong reasons for taking the nomination. 
David Alameel, a Lebanese-born Army vet- 
eran and founder of Jefferson Dental Clinics, 
has the kind of personal war chest that can 
give him a real fighting chance against the 
incumbent. Maxey Scherr, on the other 
hand, is an El Paso human rights lawyer and 
single mom. Of the two, Scherr has more 
hands-on experience in political life and 
social justice; that, combined with her time 
on the staff of former U.S. Rep. Silvestre 
Reyes, gives her a head start in the run for 
Capitol Hill. 

U.S. REP., CD 25: MARCO MONTOYA 

Travis County is barely an afterthought in 
the 13-county, Fort Worth-anchored CD 25, 
which runs from there to Wimberley. It was 
radically gerrymandered to be roughly 70% 
Anglo, voted 60% for Mitt Romney, and is 
represented by auto dealer, former secretary 
of state, and GOP fundraiser Roger Williams. 
It will be an uphill battle for either Democratic 
candidate: former public health officer 
Montoya or attorney Stuart Gourd. Both 
bring strongly progressive backgrounds and 
attitudes to their campaigns. Either would be 
an immediate improvement over the incum- 
bent. On balance, we recommend Montoya 
as having a broader range of relevant experi- 
ence for a congressional office. 


GOVERNOR: WENDY DAVIS 

It’s only February, but of course the Texas 
gubernatorial campaign is already at full 
throttle - seemingly debating everything but 
the issues most important in the lives of 
Texans. That explains in part Sen. Davis’ 
determination to reclaim the narrative, by 
talking forcefully about public schools and 
public health care, the two issues that most 
propelled her into this uphill challenge 
against the deep-pocketed, brand-tested 
Attorney General Greg Abbott. Her cam- 
paign thus far has not been exactly smooth 
sailing; nevertheless, Davis represents not 
only the Democrats’ best hope to upset the 
longstanding statewide GOP domination, 
but the best pathway toward shifting the 
public discussion back toward the neglected 
ground of state service of the public welfare. 

LIEUTENANT GOVERNOR: LETICIA VAN DE PUTTE 

It’s rare that we endorse in an uncontested 
primary - after all, it’s a done deal. But in 
this case, we’ll make an exception. While 
national attention has fixated on Van de 
Putte’s colleague from Fort Worth, guberna- 
torial candidate Wendy Davis, the San 
Antonio senator has a serious chance at tak- 
ing the state’s second most powerful office. 
In some ways, the lite guv race is more 
important than the governor’s anyway, since 
the post also entails becoming president of 
the Senate. As a Democrat running a GOP- 
dominated Senate, Van de Putte would be 
juggling some extremely angry cats. But few 
would be more qualified. 

AGRICULTURE COMMISSIONER (DEM): 

HUGH FITZSIM0NS 

In a race marked by hucksterism and 
hyperbole, Fitzsimons has distinguished 
himself by his experience and earnestness. 
The third-generation rancher became a vocal 
advocate for climate change policy after sur- 
viving the 2011 drought. That led him to the 
Wintergarden Groundwater Conservation 
District in the Eagle Ford Shale, where he 
fought for environmental sanity amidst the 
state’s fracking boom. The Agriculture 
Commissioner acts as the chief ambassador 
of a $106 billion industry, administers the 
state school lunch program, and regulates 
pesticides and fuel pumps. It’s a serious job 
that requires a sober approach. 

AGRICULTURE COMMISSIONER (GOP): 

TOMMY MERRITT 

There are many ways in which we disagree 
with former Republican state Rep. Tommy 
Merritt. But, at the same time, Merritt is a 
firm believer in collaborative process, and 
his decades of experience in the Lege will 
parlay into an understanding of how to bring 
all parties together. 

RAILROAD COMMISSIONER: STEVE BROWN 

Brown gives Dems their best shot at break- 
ing the Republican stronghold on the 
Railroad Commission (despite its name, this 
is the agency that regulates the state’s oil 
and gas industry). What Brown lacks in oil 
and gas experience he makes up for in work- 
ing knowledge of politics and government. 
He’s the only candidate who supports an 
aggressive review of wastewater injection 
wells and the only hopeful from either party 
willing to take a fresh approach to balancing 
the state’s energy productivity with sustain- 
able energy policies. ■

ciple. This Council’s legacy will be a clear policy 
betrayal of a fledgling Austin Comprehensive Plan 
just passed in 2012. It will knock the knees out 
over the upcoming Code Next plan. 

Last night (Feb. 13) was "Bloody Thursday” for 
the middle-class in Austin. It will live on in infamy 
because Kathie Tovo and Chris Riley are both 
running for Central Austin/Downtown Place 9 and 
Mike Martinez and Laura Morrison are likely run- 
ning for mayor, and both need the Central Austin 
“inner core” vote. 

Now, only one thing is certain: Central Austin will 
likely literally become the San Francisco of Texas, 
with the McMansion ordinance boundaries becom- 
ing its walls. East Austin will become as ivory as 
Hyde Park. In the Chronicle's silence, it has joined 
the NIMBYs in saying that renters have no place in 
Austin, and that we are not equal to homeowners.

Dear Occupant 

AUSTIN WELCOMES ALL NEWCOMERS - BUT WE DON’T 
KNOW WHERE TO PUT THEM 


Very late last Thursday - indeed very 
early Friday - a visibly and audibly exhaust- 
ed City Council voted to pass, on first read- 
ing only, a lowered limit on occupancy (four 
“unrelated” residents vs. the current six) in 
certain single-family-zoned residential 
neighborhoods ... for the next two years. It’s 
hardly a finished proposition; the pro- 
posal is scheduled to return to 
Council in late March, and con- 
sidering the floor and dais S 
discussion, it may well * * 
await further research 
from staff and the 
“Stealth Dorm Working 
Group” - which has been 
laboring away on the sub- 
ject for a couple of years 
without a resolution. 

The restricted neighbor- 
hood area, and the two-year 
sunset provision, are both 
signs that the Council is not firmly 
convinced that the ordinance is a terrific 
idea. Add to that the “grandfathering” pro- 
vision - existing structures with more than 
four unrelated residents would not be 
affected - and there’s a good argument that 
the ordinance is little more than a symbolic 
gesture unlikely to please either side: those 
who describe it as absolutely necessary to 
“stop the bleeding” of single-family homes 


from near-university neighborhoods, or 
those who describe it as the death-knell to 
Austin’s “weird” character as well as the 
final blow to affordable housing in the cen- 
tral city. 

As the “stealth dorm” moniker suggests, 
the targeted dwellings are primarily pur- 
pose-built rental houses with multiple 
bedrooms, constructed in recent 
years in single-family residen- 
tial neighborhoods relatively 
near the UT-Austin cam- 
pus. An in-fill developer 
buys and scrapes a single- 
family home, and (stay- 
ing within city code) 
replaces it with a house- 
like structure designed to 
accommodate anywhere 
from six (legally) to 12 (ille- 
gally) renters in tiny bed- 
rooms, with individual rents 
$1, 000/month or more. The 
Northfield Neighborhood Association 
(north of 51st, between Airport and Lamar 
boulevards), prominent in this controversy, 
counts “more than 50” such structures with- 
in its boundaries. 

The Missing Middle 

Thursday night’s discussion (nearly three 
hours, beginning about 11:30) was highly 


instructive in echoing the ongoing Austin 
debates about affordability and neighbor- 
hood character. Advocates of the measure 
argued that single-family neighborhoods 
are being overwhelmed by investor/develop- 
ers with no permanent commitment to the 
neighborhoods, rather looking for a quick, 
rent-raising buck. Opponents described the 
proposal as discriminatory against students 
or unconventional families (or even just 
groups of friends), and as inevitably driving 
up rents by restricting supply. A few (includ- 
ing Council Member Bill Spelman, in the 
end the sole negative vote) pointed out that 
a four-person limit will be equally as unen- 
forceable as the current six-person limit - 
and really beside the point of the sort of 
code violations (e.g., excessive trash, park- 
ing, and noise) that are the source of most 
neighborhood complaints. 

The arguments ranged from the profane 
(“these homeowners are just bigots who 
don’t want to talk to their neighbors”) to the 
abstract (“the available data simply do not 
reflect that this is a serious problem”), but it

W. Bush) with participants including Julian Bond, 
Taylor Branch, Julian Castro, and many others. 

> Expect big crowds on Feb. 24 as AISD trustees 
vote on divided recommendations from a sub- 
committee on teacher contracts. At-large 
Trustee Tamala Barksdale proposes reinstating 
three-year deals, while Trustees Lori Moya and 
Amber Elenz echo the administration and want 
staff kept on a year-to-year basis. 

> Protests continued over construction practices 
by Atlanta-based Gables Residential - on 
Saturday, Feb. 15, about 200 people protested 
working conditions on Gables sites at a condo 
project near Lamar and Cesar Chavez. Workers 
complain of unsafe conditions on several Gables 
projects Downtown, as well as failure to pay both 
straight pay and overtime to many workers. See

> Testimony in the capital murder trial of Brandon 
Daniel, charged in the 2012 slaying of Austin 
Police Department Officer Jaime Padron, began 
this week. If convicted, Daniel could face death. 
Daniel had offered to plead guilty in return for 
taking the death penalty off the table, but the 
state declined the offer. 

y University of Texas police say more than 
$55,000 worth of Apple MacBook computers 
were stolen from a storage room in the campus’ 
Main Building, some time after 5am on Feb. 13; 
the burglary was reported a day later. The inves- 
tigation is ongoing. 

> The Travis County Medical Examiner’s Office 

is reminding the public of the dangers of bed- 
sharing after the deaths of five infants in the last 
seven weeks. The office recommends caretakers 
follow American Academy of Pediatrics guidelines 
for safe sleep: Babies should sleep alone, on 
their backs, and in safety-approved cribs. 

y Travis County Court-at-Law Judge John Lipscombe 
and his wife, retired Judge Jan Breland, are 
unlikely to receive flowers from the GOP lieuten- 
ant governor candidates after offering to perform 
free Valentine’s Day same-sex commitment cere- 
monies. Agriculture Commissioner Todd Staples 
called it “mocking our state constitution.”

was possible to land right on top of the 
picket fence in terms of any solution. Yes, 
a person living near a university should 
expect to encounter young, occasionally 
rambunctious neighbors; and yes, living 
near a university should not inevitably 
mean that you abruptly find your bunga- 
low surrounded by enormous fraternity- 
satellite party houses. 

Council Member Chris Riley, making the 
initial (and much-amended) motion for the 
new ordinance, noted that the real problem 
is that Austin’s housing code does not read- 
ily “accommodate the housing demand that 
we know is out there,” and more specifi- 
cally, does not readily enable “the missing 
middle” of housing options between large, 
corridor-based, multifamily developments 
and single-family homes. Right as he was, 
it never became clear how the proposition 
on the table, meritorious or not, is sup- 
posed to advance that middling cause. 

At - but Not in - Austin 

This already limited proposal is going to 
get folded, stapled, and mutilated quite a 
bit more before it gets codified, and I 
wouldn’t be surprised if those awaiting the 
10-1 Valhalla will subsequently discover 
this particular problem will be even more 
greatly polarized by district representation 
- a crisis to some neighborhoods, a bore to 
others. The 6-1 Council vote appeared very 
soft and flexible, with at least a couple of 
members voting “aye” on particular 
aspects primarily because they understood 
this was only a preliminary vote. 

It also seems worth noting that in addi- 
tion to the “missing middle” of city hous- 
ing, there’s another Very Major Player 
missing from this housing discussion: 
the University of Texas. A generation 
ago, the UT Board of Regents explicitly 
allowed enrollment to explode while 
simultaneously declining to substantially 
expand on-campus student housing. That 
was no doubt a boon to corporate owners 
of West Campus real estate, and my guess 
is very few of those folks live anywhere 
near the neighborhoods upon which they 
have been so eager to impose both enor- 
mous, high-rise, private dormitories 
(thanks, regents!) and house-like struc- 
tures more accurately described as rent- 
a-bed student flophouses. 

There is now some buzz that UT is 
finally reconsidering its policy on campus 
student housing; true or not, certainly the 
captive market is already on hand. 

Allowing for all this, those central city 
neighborhood associations which have his- 
torically fought nearby multifamily proj- 
ects - for reasons good and bad - need to 
realize that an inevitable side effect is the 
driving-up of residential land values in the 
same neighborhoods, and, consequently, 
enormous market pressure to replace sin- 
gle-family homes with larger, more lucra- 
tive structures. In the long term, zoning 
codes can only work with the consent of 
the zoned - and Austin’s renters must be 
permanent participants in the neighbor- 
hood conversation. ■ 


Working Man of Green Gables 

CONDO DEVELOPER TARGETED FOR CLAIMS OF UNPAID WAGES, UNSAFE CONDITIONS 


When Gables Park Plaza opens later this 
spring, residents will pay between $1,610 
and $5, 100-plus per month to live in 
Austin’s newest “eco-friendly” luxury apart- 
ment tower, situated on the north shore of 
Lady Bird Lake. 

What most new residents likely won’t 
know is that their new LEED-certified resi- 
dence served as the scene of a mass pro- 
test one sunny weekend in February - Feb. 
15, to be precise - when about 200 demon- 
strators gathered on a grassy area near the 
Gables Park Tower to call attention to vio 
lations at the job site. Hazardous 
conditions and unpaid wages 
were the chief complaints 
aired by workers, several of 
whom spoke publicly for 
the first time. 

The irony of construc- 
tion workers protesting 
outside a luxury apart- 
ment tower did not go 
unnoticed, least of all by 
rally organizer Workers 
Defense Project, which 
advocates on behalf of work- 
ers and low wage-earning immi- 
grant families. “Workers who build 
@gables could not even dream of living in the 
projects they helped build,” WDP tweeted as 
the protest got under way. 

The day before the rally, Heriberto 
Mendoza, a painter at the construction site, 
filed a lien on the flagship company, Gables 
Residential, for unpaid overtime. He said 
he has worked 10 to 12 hours a day and 
some of his co-workers have worked up to 
70 hours a week without overtime pay. 
According to WDP a subcontractor at the site 
had failed to pay Mendoza for overtime since 
he began working on the project in January. 
Workers at Gables Park Plaza initially 
brought a wage theft claim against Gables in 
2009; WDP says it took two years to resolve

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the case, and there are 
other workers with out- 
standing claims. Similar 
scenarios have played 
out at other Gables loca- 
tions, WDP says. 

In a statement, Mendoza, 
who moved to the U.S. from 
Mexico, also laid out some of 
the basic hardships he and other 
construction workers face in Austin, where 
he’s lived for the past 15 years. “My family 
depends on my wages here and in Mexico,” 
he said. “Sometimes I can’t make ends 
meet. Sometimes I have to choose between 
paying for gas or paying for food. I need gas 
to get to work, so I have gone hungry in the 
past. Sometimes I would save part of my 
small lunch to warm up again at dinner so I 
would have something to eat.” 

Saturday’s demonstration marked the 
kickoff of WDP’s campaign to incentivize 
Gables Residential to join the organization’s 
“Build It Better” program in which compa- 
nies commit to certain standards. The group 
counts Apple, Foundation Communities, 


Pflugerville Community 
Development Corp., and 
Saltillo Collaborative among 
its community partners. 

WDP is targeting the Georgia- 
based Gables because workers 
have had complaints about all 
of the company’s condo/apart- 
ment projects in the Downtown 
area, said Emily Timm, the 
group’s deputy director. While all 
of the workers’ direct com- 
plaints were against subcontrac- 
tors on Gables projects, the 
buck has to stop somewhere, 
and that’s Gables. 

“We’ve received more cases 
from workers on Gables con- 
struction sites than any other 
single developer in town,” Timm said. “So 
that’s where we really want them to work with 
us to figure out how we can establish stan- 
dards like fair wages, workers’ compensation 
coverage, safety training, and investing in the 
workforce overall. ... We really do believe 
that Gables as a developer has the ability to 
require those minimum standards of all of 
their contractors and subcontractors.” 

A Gables representative said the company 
learned last week of the scheduled Feb. 15 
protest and reached out to WDP The two 
sides met Feb. 13. In a statement, the com- 
pany said, “We are in discussions ... to bet- 
ter understand their position and look for- 
ward to a continued dialogue.” 

“It was just a preliminary conversation,” 
Timm said of that meeting. “There were no 
commitments made, no action taken, but 
we’re hopeful that they’ll continue to have 
those conversations with us, and hopefully 
we’ll be able to get to a point where we will 
work together.” The next step? “We really 
need to get some decisionmakers from Dal- 
las [the company’s Texas base] in the room 
with us so we can make headway.” ■

Council: Boom Times, Boom Incentives 


The next regular City Council meeting is Feb. 27, but this 
afternoon (Feb. 20), Council will consider two more eco- 
nomic development incentive deals: one for San Diego- 
based cyber-security firm Websense, and one for San 
Francisco-based file-hosting firm Dropbox. As usual, the 
deals arrive with a goose from the Texas Enterprise Fund 
- state incentives already promised, but contingent on local 
municipal support. 

The performance-based deals were briefed to the Council 
last Thursday by the Economic Development Department, 
with these basic terms: 

Websense: The city would direct-grant $438,000 over 10 
years, pending the company’s relocation of its headquarters 
and creation of 470 full-time jobs with an annual average 
wage of $82,000. The net direct economic benefit to the city 
is estimated at $1.7 million (the state TEF contribution will 
be $4.5 million). 

Dropbox: The city would direct-grant $244,500 over 10 
years, pending the company’s addition of 170 full-time jobs 
with average annual wage of $59,000. The net direct eco- 
nomic benefit to the city is pegged at $594,680 (the state 
TEF contribution will be $1.5 million). 

As such deals go, Austin’s 10-year contributions are rela- 
tively small - the bigger prizes are clearly the TEF incen- 
tives - but in the wake of the recent $679,500 AthenaHealth 
package that brought that health care software firm to 
Seaholm, Council approval won’t be automatic. Council 
Members Laura Morrison and Kathie Tovo voted against 
the AthenaHealth incentives, arguing that Austin’s boom- 
ing economy is currently attracting such firms without 
similar deals, and also questioning whether the iconic 
Seaholm building will be sufficiently open to the public. 

Public commenters and council members questioned 
whether the benefits of the incentives policy are filtering 
outward and downward to the wider populace - or simply 
feeding “uncontrolled growth.” Defenders of the policy 
argued that the city’s matrix officially measures only 
direct economic benefits (e.g., in tax increments and the 
like), and that in fact the indirect benefits of employee 
spending and broader job creation (especially with a head- 
quarters move like that of Websense) are as important as 
the directly measured benefits. Expect those arguments to 
be revisited today. 

Websense, known for its cyber-security software (e.g., 
warning Facebook users from malware sites), is consider- 
ing a headquarters move to Stonelake Boulevard in the 



Arboretum area. Dropbox, the latest wrinkle in “cloud” 
storage, allowing users to access owned files from any com- 
puter, expects to expand its current Downtown presence 
from a 30-person workforce to 200 employees based at Fifth 
Street and Congress Avenue. 

In the contentious software universe, both companies 
have also run into criticism. After Websense applications 
were reportedly used by Yemen, China, and other govern- 
ments to control or censor Internet content, the company 
suspended sales to oppressive regimes, called for other 


firms to do the same, and was praised by the Electronic 
Frontier Foundation for “pointing to the technology sec- 
tor in the direction of promoting freedom.” Dropbox, 
meanwhile, was recently raked by the Washington Post’s 
Vivek Wadhwa for hiring practices that indirectly dis- 
criminate against female applicants, with the result that 
only 6.3% of the company’s engineers are women. That’s 
likely why, according to the city’s proposal summary, 
Dropbox “is focused on increasing the gender diversity of 
the tech workforce. It has an internal team dedicated to 
this issue and sponsors a conference focused on women 
in technology.” See more details on the two proposals 
on the Economic Development Department website: 
www.austintexas.gov/department/economic-development. 

Looking forward to next week’s regular meeting, expect 
polemical sparks to fly over the proposed U.S. Department 
of Justice settlement with the city over the Austin Fire 
Department’s hiring practices (see “Is the City Trying to 
Bust the Firefighters Union?” Feb. 7); a proposal by the 
Radisson Hotel to use neighboring lakeside parkland for a 
restaurant deck and terrace; and a hearing on the Festival 
Beach/Fiesta Gardens Master Plan. 

More Bold-Faced Names 

Electioneering eyes are currently focused on the March 4 
primaries (early voting continues through Feb. 28), but 
action still stirs as well on the November 10-1 City Council 
election. Last week, small business owner and community 
activist Edward Reyes officially announced his District 2 
run at Casa Moreno’s on Burleson Road. Zoning and 
Platting Commissioner and North Austin Civic Association 
board member Gabriel Rojas is reportedly considering a 
run in District 4. Settling on District 4 is Marco Mancillas, 
executive director of the Hispanic Physicians Association, 
who had earlier taken a look at District 2 (and before that, 
the House District 50 race) - he’s formed an “exploratory 
committee” in anticipation of a formal announcement in 
March. Ed English of the Milwood Neighborhood 
Association has confirmed that he is definitely running in 
District 7, and has officially designated a treasurer - for the 
moment, himself. Mandy Dealey has done the same in 
District 10, and Darrell Pierce has filed (treasurer: Aaron 
Demerson) in District 8.

Abbott Courts the Nuge ... and His Guns 


What is it with Ted Nugent that so 
obsesses right-wing Texans? Whatever it is 
about the walking, talking caricature of a 
Seventies rocker, Republican gubernatorial 
hopeful and Texas Attorney General Greg 
Abbott - following in the footsteps of the 
incumbent - is the latest to decide to buddy 
up to the bow-wielding stadium star-turned- 
novelty act. This week, the Nuge took a brief 
break from the busy job of serving as former 
state representative Sid Miller’s campaign 
treasurer to stump for Abbott at campaign 
events in Denton and Wichita Falls. 

However, this latest celebrity turn comes 
soon after the often-abusive Nugent referred 
to President Barack Obama as “a Chicago 
communist-raised, communist-educated, com- 
munist-nurtured subhuman mongrel.” That 
rhetoric has raised eyebrows nationwide, and 
particularly in Nugent’s native town of 


Detroit, with its 82% African-American popu- 
lation. It’s also triggered anger in Texas 
among both Republicans and Democrats, 
who are demanding that Abbott distance him- 
self from the Nuge. Referring to how, in 
1978, the 30-year-old Nugent effectively 
adopted his then 17-year-old girlfriend Pele 
Massa (so he could legally take her on tour), 
not to mention his frequent bragging of his 
taste for “young girls,” Lone Star Project 
Director Matt Angle said, “Unless Abbott 
cancels the appearances and publicly con- 
demns Ted Nugent, he will have forfeited any 
claim to basic moral decency and exposed a 
fundamental lack of character that disquali- 
fies him for public office in Texas.” 

Beyond the blue redoubts, former KLBJ 
590AM talk show-host Lisa Fritsch, who is 
challenging Abbott for the GOP nomination, 
released a statement saying it was “sad, 


insensitive, and arrogant in 2014 for sea- 
soned Christian conservative leadership to 
not know better than to keep company with a 
noted misogynist and bigot 
no matter how fervent his 
love of guns and the con- 
stitution.” She also warned 
that Abbott’s action may 
endanger Republican 
efforts to attract women 
and minorities, “as key 
demographics are leaving 
this party in droves.” 

Abbott is not the first 
Texas politician to cozy up 
to Nugent (the heavy met- 
allurgist drove away plenty 
of GOP fox-trotters at Gov. 

Rick Perry’s 2007 inaugu- 
ral ball), and it’s also far from the first time 
Abbott has ended up with abusive proxies. 
Earlier this year, he thanked Denton attorney 
Jeff Rutledge for a tweet which referred to 


Sen. Wendy Davis as “Retard Barbie,” while 
campaign consigliere Dave Carney 
described her as “too stupid to be governor.” 
Of course, Abbott’s cam- 
paign is attempting to have 
its cake and smear it all over 
the walls too - especially 
since Nugent’s prime political 
value is at the barrel of a 
gun. A National Rifle 
Association board member, 
Nugent is basically a celebri- 
ty shill for the firearms indus- 
try - whom no GOP candi- 
date can afford to offend. In 
a statement, Abbott’s 
spokesman Matt Hirsch 
said of Nugent, “While he 
may sometimes say things 
or use language that Greg Abbott would not 
endorse or agree with, we appreciate the 
support of everyone who supports protecting 
our Constitution.” - Richard Whittaker

WOMEN’S HEALTH GETS FUNDING BUMP 



Sen. Jane Nelson convenes a hearing today (Feb. 20) of the Senate Health and Human 
Services Committee to review women’s access to health care in the two years since dramatic 
budget cuts crippled services statewide. 


The Department of State Health Ser- 
vices announced last week that it has initi- 
ated contracts with 60 contractors to pro- 
vide women’s health services under an 
expanded primary health care program, 
funded over the biennium with $100 million 
in state money. 

The funds were included in the current 
two-year state budget in an attempt to 
restore cuts made to women’s health ser- 
vices in 2011, when lawmakers - in an 
attempt to defund Planned Parenthood - 
slashed by two-thirds the budget that had 
for years provided family planning and 
other reproductive health care for low- 
income and uninsured Texas women. 

As of Feb. 10, the state had awarded more 
than $45 million in funds for FY 2014 to the 
contractors, who together operate more 
than 200 clinics across the state. In Austin, 
Community Care received $571,564 in 
funding to serve women at nine of its clin- 
ics. (Williamson County-based contractor 
Lone Star Circle of Care, which operates 
three women’s health clinics in Austin, 
received more than $2.2 million in funds.) 

The expanded program seeks to integrate 
family-planning care with other, general, 
primary care services, for all women over 18 
- including those well past child-bearing 
age - but contractors agree that at least 60% 
of the clients served by the funds will 
receive family-planning services - includ- 
ing pelvic exams and cancer screenings, 
STD screenings and treatment, and contra- 
ceptive care. The state estimates that 
170,000 women will be served under the 
program during the fiscal year. 

The announcement came just days before 
a meeting today (Thursday, Feb. 20) of the 
Texas Senate Health and Human Services 
Committee, chaired by Sen. Jane Nelson, 
R-Flower Mound, convened in part to hear 
testimony “examining women’s access to 


preventative health care, pregnancy ser- 
vices, and post-partum care, and exploring 
ways to expand access and improve quali- 
ty, particularly in rural and underserved 
areas of the state,” according to the hear- 
ing notice. 

Despite the infusion of new money into 
the budget for women’s health, the state is 
still struggling to provide care for as many 
women as were being served before the 
budget shredding in 2011. 

The cuts to the family-planning budget 
had a swift and devastating impact. In all, 
202,968 women were served by the pro- 
gram in 2011; that number declined to just 
75,160 in 2012, and declined again in 2013, 
with just 48,796 women served - a drop of 
76% from 2011, the last year the program 
was fully funded. Meanwhile, however, 
because most of the state’s specialty clin- 
ics, including Planned Parenthood, were 
dumped from the program in favor of clin- 
ics and county health departments that 
provide additional services, the cost-per- 
client actually increased substantially over 
the same time period. In 2011, the average 
cost-per-client was $205.93; in 2013, that was 
up to an average cost of $240.10 per client, 
per year. 

The state subsequently lost all federal 
funding for its family-planning program, and 
the nonprofit Women’s Health and Family 
Planning Association of Texas won the 
right to administer the funds. Without dis- 
criminating among providers, WHFPT was 
able to serve more than 80,000 women in the 
six months following the announcement last 
March that they would take over the funding 
previously administered by the state. 

To make up for that loss in funding, law- 
makers last year also replenished the health 
care budget with just more than $21 million 
in funds. Still, according to numbers pro- 
vided to lawmakers and stakeholders last 


month, the state expects to serve just 65,000 
women this year with that funding, roughly 
$18.9 million of which has so far been 
granted to 18 contractors. (Both Community 
Care and Lone Star Circle of Care got 
money from this pot.) 

Meanwhile, in addition to slashing the 
traditional family-planning budget, the 
state also retooled its Women’s Health 
Program, previously a Medicaid-paid pro- 
gram, specifically to ban Planned Par- 
enthood from participation. Planned 
Parenthood was the single largest service 
provider under the original program, serv- 
ing more than 40% of the up to 130,000 
women enrolled in a single month. It was 
when the state moved to kick Planned 
Parenthood out of the program that the 
federal government pulled its 90% funding 
of the WHP; federal law does not allow 


states to discriminate among Medicaid- 
eligible providers. 

As has happened with the family-plan- 
ning program, the WHP also has failed to 
recover its previous vitality. According to 
numbers provided to lawmakers last month, 
the state-funded WHP handled just 86,916 
claims for service from January through 
May 2013, down from 112,798 claims pro- 
cessed over the same period in 2012, when 
Planned Parenthood was still involved in 
the program - a 23% decline in claims. 
(Because of filing and processing deadlines, 
it can take up to eight months to finalize the 
tally of claims.) 

The Health and Human Services Com- 
mittee hearing begins Thursday morning at 
9am and can be viewed on the Texas Senate 
website (www.senate.state.tx.us).

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Judge Biscoe: No Hurry to Make Changes 


Travis County Commissioners have hired 
an independent consultant to review the 
management structure of the county - and 
some employees question the timing of such 
a process, during an election year that will 
change the makeup of the court. 

Last month, commissioners gave their final 
approval to retain Robert Milne, of Public 
Sector Performance Consulting, to examine 
the county’s “organizational and management 
structure, including formal and informal lines 
of authority,” according to a Feb. 13 email 
sent to county employees from Pet. 3 
Commissioner Gerald Daugherty’s office. 
Daugherty and interim Pet. 2 Commissioner 
Bruce Todd are leading the operation, having 
convinced a court majority to retain Milne’s 
services without going through a competitive 
bid process. The contract amount is $50,000. 


When commissioners first discussed the 
contract in December, Ron Davis and 
Margaret Gomez balked at the rush, with 
Todd and Daugherty arguing that things need- 
ed to move quickly in the event of potential 
budget implications should the consultant’s 
recommendations lead to changes. When 
commissioners in January voted to approve 
the consultant’s scope of work, Gomez acqui- 
esced, leaving Davis as the only dissenter. 

The county has not had an organizational 
review since 1994 - now a political talking 
point on the spring campaign trail. County 
Judge candidate Andy Brown has advocated 
giving the county a “fresh look” at how it can 
run more efficiently. He suggests that chal- 
lenger Sarah Eckhardt, a former county 
commissioner, is part of the old-guard struc- 
ture that has helped maintain the status quo 


all these years. Eckhardt, for her part, says 
she too supports an outside assessment 
about every five years. 

Surprisingly, neither Brown nor Eckhardt 
were particularly disturbed by the county fast- 
tracking the review process; both expressed 
confidence in Judge Sam Biscoe’s ability to 
slow down the train and thwart any controver- 
sial structural changes before a new court 
takes office next January. Indeed, Biscoe, 
who retires at the end of the year, says he 
has no interest in making any major structur- 
al changes before his successor and a Pet. 2 
commissioner (filling Todd’s interim seat, 
Eckhardt’s old seat) arrive on the court. 

Biscoe said it wasn’t until Todd and Daugh- 
erty came forward with the proposal that he 
decided to proceed. “I don’t have any problem 
with doing [a review], but I don’t think there’s 
any problem with the current structure either, 
except we don’t do a good job of implement- 
ing it,” he said. “I am not opposed to any kind 


of fundamental change [but] I would not sup- 
port one to be implemented while I’m here; I 
think that the new court should do that.” 
Biscoe said he also went along with Todd 
and Daugherty’s push to move ahead with 
the review. “We were told, let’s try to fast- 
track it, and the way you do it is not to list 
the competition,” he said. “Those who seem 
a bit more eager about getting this done 
wanted to get it done as quickly as possible.” 
The reason? “Composition of the court, 
basically. Bruce and I would be moving on,” 
Biscoe said. Three commissioners will 
remain on the court - Gomez, Davis, and 
Daugherty - but the trio don’t always agree 
on key votes. 

“I can honestly say Commissioner Todd 
was a lot more enthusiastic than I was,” Bis- 
coe said of the review process. “But if we 
can get a good report done for the new court 
to consider, I think they would be thankful.”

A Cold Day at Whole Foods 


On Friday, Feb. 14, a group of Austin workers 
joined Whole Foods employees in Chicago 
demanding the reinstatement of Rhiannon 
Broschat, a Chicago store employee who 
was fired Jan. 28 after staying home with her 
special-needs son. Broschat said she com- 
plied with store policy and believed her 
absence had been excused, but Whole Foods 
says her “separation” was in accordance with 
long-standing and consistent company rules. 

According to Manuel Ramirez, an Austin 
member of Fight for 15 - organized locally 
and nationally last fall to press for an increase 
in the minimum wage, initially at fast food res- 
taurants - a group of protesters assembled 
outside Whole Foods headquarters at Fifth and 
Bowie streets, where they submitted an online 
petition signed by more than 60,000 people. 
“We weren’t able to picket inside their premis- 
es,” Ramirez said, “so we had to confine our- 
selves to about three feet of the sidewalk, and 
we handed over the petition.” Ramirez said 
Fight for 15 had joined the national protest 
because workers “shouldn’t have to choose 
between working and taking care of their child.” 

The Austin protest joined a larger Chicago 
action in the wake of Broschat’s late January 
firing, which provoked a brief strike, and was 
organized by the Workers Organizing Com- 
mittee of Chicago (a retail and food work- 
ers union) and Ultraviolet, which describes 
itself as a “rapidly growing community of

women and men across the U.S. mobilized to 
fight sexism and expand women’s rights.” The 
petition is addressed to Whole Foods CEO 
John Mackey, and reads: “Nobody should 
have to choose their job over their son. 
Reinstate Rhiannon Broschat and honor your 
policy to make room for family leave.” 

The groups’ statement reads, “Rhiannon, a 
Whole Foods employee of almost two years, 
was terminated after she was forced to stay 
home to take care of her special needs son 
during the polar vortex that prompted Chica- 
go Public Schools to close on January 28. On 
February 5th, following the news of her termi- 
nation, Rhiannon’s Whole Foods co-workers 
decided to stand in solidarity by going on 


strike in an effort to obtain justice for her 
and to assure fair treatment for others in the 
future. A national petition followed, and more 
than 60,000 workers, Whole Foods custom- 
ers, moms, and concerned Americans have 
piled on to demand justice.” 

According to Broschat, she notified her 
manager as required when she couldn’t find 
a caretaker or somebody to take her shift, 
but she was subsequently informed she had 
been “separated” from the company. Accord- 
ing to Whole Foods corporate communica- 
tions spokeswoman Libba Letton, Broschat 
had in fact accumulated several unexcused 
absences or other infractions over a six- 
month period, and thereby sufficient “points” 
(demerits) to justify termination. “No team 
member is ever dismissed for a single unex- 
cused absence,” said Letton, and added that 
fewer than 10 Chicago employees were 
unable to make it to work Jan. 28. 

Letton said she couldn’t comment in detail 
on Broschat’s specific situation, but added 
that public notice of the Chicago school clos- 
ings had occurred the previous day, sufficient 
time for employees to either make child-care 
arrangements or find another team member 
with whom to switch shifts. Letton also said 
the company uses a “fair hearing process,” 
and Broschat can appeal her dismissal both 
to the human resources department and “a 
group of peers from another store,” and has 
done so. According to the petition, Broschat 
is asking to be reinstated and to receive 
back pay. - Michael King

LBJ Library to Host Civil Rights Summit

According to the Library’s official < 
announcement, the Summit will fea- “ 
ture keynote addresses from former :j 
Presidents Jimmy Carter and Bill “ 

Clinton, and a keynote invitation 
has also been extended to former 
President George W. Bush. Among other prom- 
inent participants will be former NAACP chair- 
man Julian Bond, author Taylor Branch, San 
Antonio Mayor Julian Castro, LBJ’s daughters 
Luci Baines Johnson and Lynda Bird 
Johnson, and U.S. Rep. John Lewis. 

“Fifty years ago, President Johnson’s 
vision for a more just and honorable America 
contributed to the passing of the Civil Rights 
Act, the most transformational civil rights 
legislation since Reconstruction and a cru- 
cial step in the realization of America’s 
promise,” said Mark K. Updegrove, director 
of the LBJ Presidential Library. “But his 
vision went far beyond ending racial discrimi- 
nation. He believed that education, econom- 
ic opportunity, health care, clean air and 
water, and access to the arts and humani- 
ties, among other things, were inherent civil 
rights for all Americans - and it’s reflected in 
his legislative legacy.” 


The Summit is this year’s cornerstone event 
of a multiyear anniversary celebration of 
President Johnson’s prodigious legislative leg- 
acy. Over the next several years, the LBJ 
Presidential Library, the LBJ School of Public 
Affairs at UT-Austin, and the LBJ Foundation 
will partner to commemorate the anniversa- 
ries of seminal laws signed by President 
Johnson that continue to resonate today. 

“President Johnson’s legislative achieve- 
ments underscore for our students how soci- 
ety can be transformed by the efforts of 
those committed to a life of leadership in 
public service,” said Robert Hutchings, 
dean of the LBJ School of Public Affairs. 

“Now, with the Civil Rights Summit, we will 
have an opportunity to hear from some of 
today’s most prominent and distinguished 
leaders as our students prepare themselves 
to be the next ‘get it done’ generation.”

But the big action for American swells is in 
the Caribbean, where a five-bedroom villa on 
St. Barts, for example, can sop up $14 mil- 
lion of your spare cash. The article tells us, 
however, that the latest trend is not simply to 
buy a fabulous house overlook- 
ing the pink-sand beaches of 
some resort island - but to buy 
your very own Caribbean island. 
What cachet! One popular pos- 
sibility is the Exuma Cays, a 
cluster of 360 islands in the 
Bahamas. For instance, here’s 
one 47-acre island with a 
3,000-foot airstrip and seven 
white-sand beaches that can be had for just 
over $15 million. 

As an online dealer in private islands 
notes, buying one is not about the beauty of 
the place, but about the majestic image it 
bestows on the buyer. “They want to be stew- 
ard of their own little piece of the world,” 
he marveled.

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Jackie Robinson’s Austin 


The All-American, Major League star, and human rights hero spent a few youthful 
months on the east side of our city's ‘Mason-Dixon Line’

Lonnie Jackson was still in high school 
when he first met Jackie Robinson. It was in 
1944, at the Yeates Drug Store on East 12th 
Street, half a block west of Chicon. Jackson, 
who’s now 87 and lives in East Austin, had 
his back to the door and a malt soda in his 
hands when he heard a man walk inside 
and ask him about his sneakers. 

Jackson quickly recognized Robinson. 
Only 25 and still a year away from joining 
the Brooklyn Dodgers and becoming the 
national nameplate for racial integration, 
the Pasadena, Calif., kid had already accu- 
mulated a wealth of press clippings in local 
black newspapers for his two-year run at 
UCLA, where he’d quadruple-lettered: base- 
ball, basketball, football, and track. More- 
over, Robinson had even accumulated a bit 
of Central Texas lore after a few trips from 
Fort Hood, where he’d been stationed for a 
brief stint at the end of his 31 months in the 
Army. Aside from the news that whispered 
down from Killeen concerning a court-mar- 
tialing visited upon Robinson in the sum- 
mer of 1944 - when the second lieutenant 
refused “get-back” orders from a white 
driver on an integrated Army bus - East 


Austin’s black community knew of him 
through his friend the Rev. Karl Downs, 
president of Samuel Huston College and 
Robinson’s pastor as a child in Pasadena. 

Robinson was in town visiting Downs 
that afternoon, but he’d stepped into the 
drugstore on his way from the bus stop. 
“He was dressed in a military uniform,” 
Jackson remembers - suit and pants and 
olive drab tunic and hat. “He looked like 
one of those Aggie officers.” When he saw 
the high tops hanging over the shoulder of 
this kid drinking the malt soda, he wanted 
to play basketball. 

The two split to a nearby gymnasium and 
borrowed a second pair of basketball shoes 
for Robinson. They played for about an 
hour, then said their goodbyes. One morn- 
ing a couple of months later, the Rev. Karl 
Downs knocked on Jackson’s door. 

Eastside Fundamentals 

The president of Samuel Huston College 
had been sent to wake this teenager in the 
summer because Jackie Robinson had 
asked him to do just that. Downs had just 
hired his former parishioner, honorably 


discharged from the Army in November 
1944, to be a member of the college’s physi- 
cal education department and help build a 
basketball team. His first order of business 
as coach would be to recruit athletes like 
Lonnie Jackson. 

Situated on 6 acres of land that ran from 
East Avenue (now 1-35) toward Chicon on 
12th Street, Sam Huston College was the 
latest in a long line of names for an educa- 
tional institution for black students tracing 
back to 1876 and Andrews Normal School in 
Dallas. The school moved to Austin in 1878, 
and set up camp at the Wesley United 
Methodist Church on San Bernard Street, 
shutting down a few times because of oper- 
ating costs before reopening in 1900 as 
Samuel Huston College (after the Iowan 
donor who wrote a $9,000 check). From 
there, it enjoyed a consistent run as a well- 
respected black college until 1952, when it 
merged with Tillotson College; in 2005, it 
became Huston-Tillotson University. 

The small school had an admirable aca- 
demic reputation by 1944, when it hosted 
visits from both Langston Hughes and 
W.E.B. Du Bois. But its athletic department

paled in comparison to Tillotson’s. Downs 
believed the presence of Robinson could 
bring a certain air of hard work and struc- 
ture to a group of roundballers who, as SHC 
graduate and longtime Austinite Roland 
Harden is quick to recall, needed work. “I 
was watching him practice and said, ‘I can 
play as well as these guys,’ and he said, 
Well, put on some shoes and come out.’ 
That’s how I got started,” remembers 
Harden, then in his first year at Samuel 
Huston. “He took me out and took me 
under his wings and started teaching me 
the fundamentals.” 

Downs’ bid to recruit Jackson was suc- 
cessful, but delayed - Jackson deferred 
enrollment for a year in the Army, planning 
to matriculate in the fall of 1945. But with 
Harden and a few others, Robinson man- 
aged to assemble a “fairly good team” built 
on the coach’s discipline and mountainous 
energy. “He worked us hard and taught us a 
lot about the fundamentals of basketball,” 
Harden says, adding that the coach was ada- 
mant about each athlete’s education. He was 
also centrally concerned with the local poli- 
tics as defined by East Avenue, which he and 
his players called “The Mason-Dixon Line.” 

“He was stern as far as the sport was con- 
cerned, and otherwise a good, friendly guy 
- and supremely talented. He’d get out and 
work with us, and bump us around. He was 
a much better player than anybody on our 
squad.” Unfortunately, Robinson could only 
contribute to team practices and exhibi- 
tions against military squads. According to 
Bertha Means, a Tillotson graduate and the 
wife of Dr. James H. Means Sr. (who coached 
the Tillotson basketball team on occasion 
through the mid-Forties), Robinson’s squad 
lost more than they won. 

Jackson didn’t know it at the time he 
accepted entry into the military that fall, 
but Robinson’s time at Samuel Huston 
wouldn’t be long. He left his coaching post 
at the end of the season, after a monthlong 
tour with the team, to accept a tryout for the 
Kansas City Monarchs, the most prestigious 
organization in baseball’s Negro Leagues. 

the Barnstormer 

Everybody knows what happened to Rob- 
inson after he broke in with the Monarchs. 
In 1945, he signed with the Dodgers and did 
everything from breaking baseball’s long- 
standing adherence to segregation to steal- 
ing home in a World Series game (thereby 
infuriating Yogi Berra). He was a six-time 
All-Star, Rookie of the Year in 1947, and 
MVP in 1949. And in 1955, amidst a stacked 
Dodgers squad that included Roy Campa- 
nella, Gil Hodges, and Duke Snider, 
Robinson helped abolish the borough of 
Brooklyn’s aching “Wait till next year” 
rhetoric by winning the World Series over 
the hated New York Yankees. 

During those years, after most seasons 
ended, a few teams’ worth of players, includ- 
ing Robinson, would organize what were

called “barnstorming” tours that would 
travel throughout the country, playing exhi- 
bition games with local teams. Robinson 
played a notable series of barnstorming 
games in 1946, with what may have been 
the first integrated team comprised of 
blacks and major leaguers. 

A couple years later - former Huston- 
Tillotson Division of Natural Sciences chair 
General Marshall believes it was in 1948 or 
1949 - Robinson and a few other notable 
names (Larry Doby, Bob Feller, and Robin- 
son’s Dodgers teammate Don Newcombe) 
came to Disch Field, at the time a minor 
league stadium situated on what’s now the 
Long Center, and played a barnstorming 
exhibition game. 


Few of Jackie Robinson’s footprints remain 
from the half-year that he lived in Austin. 
But his name lives on within the Lincoln 
Gardens neighborhood. From Springdale 
Road and Givens Park, drive east on 
Webberville for half a mile, and take a right 
onto Delano Street. There, about 1,500 feet 
south and to the left, you’ll see a green sign 
designating “Jackie Robinson Street.” 


Continuing Education 

Because Robinson had left Austin by the 
time Jackson returned from the Army, that 
Downtown exhibition game was the second 
time Jackson saw Jackie Robinson. The 
third proved a much greater surprise. 

Jackson had graduated from Samuel 
Huston a few years later, and moved away 
from Austin. But he returned five years 
later to teach science and coach football at 
i the old L.C. Anderson High School, at 900 
^ Thompson St., between Webberville Road 
w and Hargrave Street. Many years later, 
■< Robinson was again in town visiting Downs 
o (perhaps coinciding with a meeting of the 
z Huston-Tillotson board of trustees, on 
z which Robinson served from 1969 until his 
™ death in 1972). He dropped by Anderson to 
g check up on his old hoops recruit. 
z “The secretary came over the intercom 
and said there was somebody in the office 
for me, so I had to get somebody to watch 
my class,” Jackson remembers. “I took off, 
going to the principal’s office, wondering, 
What have I done now?’ When I get up 
there, one of the secretaries led me into the 
office. There, sitting in there was Jackie 
Robinson and two coaches. He had come 
back to see how I was doing, and what was 
happening with me.” Jackson remembers 
Robinson being glad to hear he’d eventual- 
ly gone to school and come back to coach. 

“Of course, I didn’t have any contact with 
him before,” he says. “But I remember that 
day well.” ■

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How to Write a Book 


i is 

/a 


The faith of a writer is that every person’s 
story matters. (That is also the faith of a 
democracy; when that faith is lost, so is the 
democracy.) Even writers with pretentions 
of cynicism admit, by the very act of writ- 
ing, that the reader matters. Why open your 
heart to, or share your ideas with, people 
who don’t matter? 

Every person’s story matters and 
is somehow connected. This is 
no abstraction. Thomas Wolfe 
“Each of us is all the sums 
he has not counted: sub- 
tract us into nakedness 
and night again, and you 
shall see begin in Crete 
four thousand years ago 
the love that ended yes- 
terday in Texas.” 

(A democracy fails 
when its citizens cease to 
believe that their own sto- 
ries are important and that the 
story of the stranger on the street 
is just as important. For that is to fall 
into fantasy: All our stories connect.) 

The topic is “How to Write a Book,” but 
first I had to say where I’m coming from. 
It is important to tell our stories - how we 
got from there to there to here - to give our 
inheritors maps. It is important to gener- 
ate ideas. (A few ideas in one century can 
become a form of government a century 
or two later. That’s not idealism; that’s

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history.) So if you think you have a book in 
you, it’s important to find out if you really do. 

Writing a book is difficult, but not special. 
Across the ages, all sorts have done it well, 
many with no more formal education than 
the ability to read and write. 

The first important element is time. 
Writing a book is something you do every 
day, or as close to every day as you 
can make it, and for at least two 
hours a day, sometimes for 
several years. (Most people 
throw up their hands 
right there. They don’t 
really want to write a 
book after all.) 

Next, place: A folding 
TV tray will do fine 
(that’s what I’m writing 
on). But nothing else 
happens there; you use it 
only for your book. 

Next, implements: A com- 
puter is not necessary. Mr. 

William Shakespeare did pretty well 
with paper, a jar of ink, and a feather. 

Next, and most important - the very most 
important: When you make an appointment 
with yourself to write, be it at 5am or 11pm, 
keep it. Always. You are trying to grow a 
part of yourself that will actually do the 
writing; think of it as a workshop within 
yourself, in which elements of your psyche 
will work all the time on your project, 



though you work but two hours. That work- 
shop needs to trust you. It can’t function 
unless it trusts you. And the only way it 
learns to trust you is if you keep your word. 

So, say you sit down at your TV tray at 5am 
or 11pm and nothing comes, you can’t think 
of a fucking thing, not for the first hour, not 
for the second. Stay for your allotted time. 
Pace up and down, rest your head on your 
arms - do not lie down! - but: Put in the time. 
Your workshop loves that. Cross-my-heart- 
and-spit, on one book I put in more than two 
months of six- and nine-hour days almost 
every day and got a lot of nothing until one 
day the book told me what I was missing. 

Oh, that takes patience. You’re writing 
the book, you thought of the book, it’s your 
book, but the book knows more about itself 
than you know about the book. That’s a 
paradox you must accept. Some sessions of 
work are simply two or three or four hours 
of listening for what the book wants. Some 
weeks of work are just that. Being there 
with the book. Listening. 

Idiots call that “writer’s block.” There is 
no such animal. Okay: The most important 
thing about writing is the integrity of the 
relationship between the writer and the 
subject. So-called writer’s block is static or 
empty space between the writer and the 
subject. Have faith. Lots of it. If you hang in 
long enough, the book will speak and guide 
you. Or - it’s testing you. Waiting for you to 
give up. See, the book is a being. Once you 
begin it, once you give it life, it takes more 
life from sources not readily named. Writers 
who stick it through to the end are writers 
who trust the book. 

There, the big secret is out: The book is a 
being. You’re writing a book - but you’re 
not only writing a book. You’re engaging a 
being. If it’s a novel, and if it’s worth writ- 
ing, the characters will do all manner of 
things you never thought of. If it’s a book of 
ideas that are not mere opinions, ideas will 
suddenly appear that surprise the shit out 
of you. If it’s a memoir, a moment of your 
history will open like a flower or a maw and 
your memory will grow facets that are true 
but that you can’t swear in court you actu- 
ally remember. No one has explained this 
aspect of writing, but it is so. 

Sometimes something comes up and 
you can’t be there for the book. The work- 
shop expects you and you’re not going to 
show. That’s when I visit with it. There’s 
always time to say hello to it, have a cup of 
tea with it, just sit with it and let your mind 
wander. Ten or 15 minutes will do. The 
book will work for you as long as you never 
take it for granted. 

Don’t be intimidated by language. If you 
can express yourself verbally enough to be 
understood by your peers, you can write a 
book. Tell your story, relate your history, or 
explain your ideas in the language you’d 
use with your peers. After you get a first 
draft you can work it - polish, heighten, 
add, cut, correct spelling, spruce up gram- 
mar, whatever. You won’t know what you 
have until you get that first draft. 

As to grammar and punctuation, get a first 
draft before you fuss too much over that 
stuff. Those elements are far more flexible 


than is allowed for in the present bible of 
editors, The Chicago Manual of Style. Over 
the decades, rules change; masterpieces of 
the 19th and 20th centuries could not pass a 
grammar or punctuation test today, yet they 
remain masterpieces. Don’t let today’s gram- 
matical fashions limit you. 

If you’re writing a novel, don’t concern 
yourself about form. Tell your story as you 
see and hear and feel it. If Naked Lunch and 
Great Expectations are novels, what’s a 
novel? A novel is the most open artistic 
form in existence. Tell your story as it wants 
to be told. 

Here’s a big one: Let the book teach you 
how to write it. If it’s really a book and it’s 
really yours to do and you stick with it, it 
will teach you all it can, according to its 
lights and yours. 

You may doubt yourself every step of the 
way. Most of us do. You must learn to live 
with that. 

And what if you try and try until you’ve 
hit one dead end too many and you quit? 
That’s fine. Just be honest about it and don’t 
feel sorry for yourself. You’ve tried to do 
what is exceptionally difficult. You’ve 
explored. Sometimes explorers come up 
with nothing but the experience of finding 
little. They learn about the nature of their 
own character, but have nothing else to 
show. Well, some of us would say that’s a lot 
- and some of us wouldn’t. Anyway, it is bet- 
ter than daydreaming about the journey, 
but never setting sail. ■

Heavyweight transformation: Shanon Weaver before and after 

The Whale’ 


SHANON WEAVER PUTS ON 600 POUNDS FOR A CHICK & A DUDE’S LATEST SHOW 


A playwright named Samuel D. Hunter - the same Idaho native who 
won an Obie award for his A Bright New Boise in 2011 - recently 
wrote a full-length drama called The Whale, an emotionally complex 
story of a man named Charlie who, in response to a horrible event in 
his life, has begun eating himself to death. Which is why, in the play, 
Charlie’s tipping the scales at somewhere around 600 pounds. Which 
is why, for the play, lead actor Shanon Weaver will be wearing a cus- 
tom-tailored, natural-looking, size-appropriate fat-suit. 

Note: You may recall Weaver from his popular show, HIT., staged at 
Hyde Park Theatre under the aegis of production company A Chick & 
a Dude, run by Weaver and his wife, Melissa Livingston-Weaver. 

Austin Chronicle: Was it hard to find a 
fat-suit that big? 

Shanon Weaver: We lucked into it, actually. 

We didn’t know what we were going to do, 
at first. 

Melissa Livingston-Weaver: We were think- 
ing about several different options: building it 
from the ground up, purchasing something? 

Because we’d already found 300-pound fat- 
suits online, and maybe somebody could 
build onto that? And that’s when Shanon 
approached Kelly. 

Kelly Ruiz: And we talked about the options, 
and what we could get within budget, and 
what would work on Shanon for the show. 

And it ended up that UT already had a, I’d 
say about a 350- or 400-pound premade fat- 
suit that they rent out. It was made by 
Christina Hobbs, an MFA costume-technology 
student in 2008; it was her thesis project, 
and it’s a pretty awesome fat-suit. So we 
took that, and we’ve been adding things on 
and adding things on, until we got the 600- 
pound look. We used different fabrics and 
material, and it still looks pretty natural. 

AC: Did you use , what , reference photos 
for comparison? 


We’re glad to know that The Whale is, from all reports, a strong 
piece of theatre - regardless of any extraordinary costuming require- 
ments. New York-based Hunter is one of those nationally up-and- 
coming sorts, one of those Writers To Keep Your Eyes On. And 
Austin’s Chick & a Dude - they’ve been working the theatre scene 
with shows for almost a decade now: surely worthy of coverage for 
their latest endeavor? 

But , OK, what we really want to know about is this fat-suit. 

So we sat down with actor Weaver, director Livingston-Weaver, and 
fat-suit designer Kelly Ruiz, and we, ah, got the skinny on the thing.

Ruiz: We made beanbags, for fat rolls, that 
are heavier - but they hang naturally and look 
more realistic than anything else we’ve used. 
So that makes it a little heavier, but the sense 
of weight that it gives the suit is a lot more 
natural. And then, for the main mass on the 
stomach, we used foam and polyfill batting, 
and kind of made a giant pillow? Now the 
suit’s more like 10 or 15 pounds. 

Weaver: It’s more cumbersome than heavy. 

I spend most of the show sitting down, but 
I’ve been rehearsing in the suit and, yeah, 
you know, it’s so lightweight that I could get 
up and dance if I wanted to - and I have, 
for everyone’s amusement - but that’s actu- 
ally one of the challenges: Since it is so 
light, the actor has to endow that weight 
with the way he moves. I’ve done some 
rehearsing on my own, with 30-pound dumb- 
bells on my chest, and used ankle- and 
wrist-weights, just so I can see how it feels 
and get the proper movements, the range 
of motion and everything. And I think I’m 
doing all right. ■

Ruiz: I went online and looked at actual peo- 
ple who are 500-600 pounds. What’s inter- 
esting is that they’re all very different, 
depending on their body type and how they 
hold their weight. It’s a combination, because 
we built onto a suit that already has its own 
shape, and Shanon has his height, so we 
tried to build it based on what the suit looks 
like and what all these people look like. 

AC: So it's gonna look like 600 pounds, but 
how heavy is it on you? 

Weaver: That’s what’s pretty cool. The base 
that we’re building off of was not that heavy 
to begin with. It’s sturdily made, but very 
lightweight and very mobile. 

Ruiz: The original structure was made with 
boning, netting, and foam, and the boning 
allows for the lightness while capturing the 
appearance of weight. It’s pretty much hol- 
low: The arms and the legs just hang there, 
with a spiral boning structure. The heaviest 
part is the main mass, but that’s made of 
foam - which is light. So it was maybe ... 

10 pounds? 

Weaver: If that. When I first put it on, more 
like five pounds. But now, with what’s been 
added to it -

After years of treating local art-and-nosh 
enthusiasts to a progressive party in multi- 
ple galleries and venues, Art Night Austin 
has become synonymous with a movable 
feast that takes you here and here and 
here and here and here.

tels by Isabel Stensland; plus performanc- 
es at both venues, by the likes of Sky 
Candy, Luna Tart, Vortex Repertory 
Company, John Pahmer, Aaron Hermes, 
and Lila Stephania. And while you’re savor- 
ing them, you can also savor bites and 
curated drinks such as specialty cocktails 
by Dragon Spirits, microbrew beer from 
Infamous Brewing Company, and coffee by 
Texas Coffee Traders. Now, if you want to 
go all out, there’s a five-course candlelit 
dinner at 6pm in Scottish Rite’s Masonic 
underground dining room.

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CLASSICAL 


T he heavy wooden door may muffle 
human voices, but the voice of a 
violin sings right through it, so 
that anyone passing the office/studio of 
violinist Sandy Yamamoto on this Saturday 
in February could hear one sweetly but 
methodically working its way through 
Henryk Wieniawski’s brisk and bracing 
Etude-Caprice No. 5. A phrase is played, 
then played again and perhaps again 
before moving on to the next. Much of the 
repetition has the mechanical quality of 
pursuing a technique and its mastery, but 
every so often a spark strikes, and one can 
hear the kindling of artistry within that 
technical proficiency. 

Given the skill of the playing and resolve 
of the player, as well as the fact that we’re 
inside a music building on the University 
of Texas campus, you’d be forgiven for 
supposing the musician playing to be of 
college age or older. But no, the violinist so 
hard at work is actually 12, a sixth-grader 
at Spring Creek Academy in Plano, Texas. 
Claire Wells is paying one of her weekly 
visits to Austin to work with Yamamoto in 
preparation for the Menuhin Competition, 
a contest for violinists under the age of 22. 
Every two years, young players from 
around the globe vie for the competition’s 
top prizes: cash awards of up to $10,000 
and the loan of a vintage Italian violin for 
a year, not to mention the honor of a win, 
place, or show in one of the classical 
world’s most prestigious tourneys. This 
year’s - the 16th - is being hosted by the 
Butler School of Music. 

Needless to say, the students facing off in 
the Menuhin aren’t your typical teen instru- 
mentalists, dabbling in classical until some 
other interest - astronomy, track, dating - 
grabs their attention. These are committed 
players, often with more years of musical 
training than time in school. Claire, who 
first stuck a violin under her chin at age 3, 
has been a winner in a number of competi- 
tions (Hubbard Concerto Competition, 
Vernell Gregg Young Artists Competition, 
Dallas Symphonic Festival, Oregon Junior 
Bach Festival), played with chamber orches- 
tras in Kansas and Germany, and soloed 
with several symphony orchestras, most 
recently the Jalisco Philharmonic Orchestra 
in Guadalajara, Mexico. Her peers are simi- 
larly accomplished. There’s Ludvig Gudim, 
15, who performed in a televised concert for 
the Norwegian king and queen’s 75th birth- 
day celebration and earned a special prize 
at Germany’s Louis Spohr Competition. 
And Ania Filochowska, 20, won first prize in 
the Queens Symphony Orchestra’s Young 
Soloist Competition and has played in Italy, 
Austria, Canada, the Czech Republic, and 
her native Poland, where she was given an 
award for artistic achievement from the 
Ministry of Culture and National Heritage. 

If this calls to mind those jaw-droppingly 
skilled gymnasts scoring gold medals 
before they can drive, you’re on the mark. 
This “Olympics of the violin,” as it’s been 
called, demands that its teen competitors 
perform a 35-minute recital of works that 
would trip up many an adult violinist. The 


Junior level in which Claire will be compet- 
ing - the Menuhin is split between Juniors 
(violinists under age 16) and Seniors (violin- 
ists ages 16-21) - requires the participating 
musicians to play one of three Fantasias for 
Solo Violin by Telemann, one of 
Wieniawski’s Etudes-Caprices (he wrote 
eight), either a Mozart Adagio or a 
Beethoven Romance, a new work by UT 


professor of composition Dan Welcher, com- 
missioned especially for the 2014 competi- 
tion (“The Cowboy and the Rattlesnake”), 
and a three-minute improvisation on an 
American folk song. But that’s just the first 
round. Should Claire advance to the finals, 
she’ll need to play the first movement of a 
sonata by Schubert, Brahms, 
or Beethoven (her choice); 

Halvor sen’s Passacaglia in G 
Minor for Violin and Cello (to 
be performed with UT pro- 
fessor of cello Bion Tsang); 
and her choice of a composi- 
tion by Sarasate, Saint-Saens, Waxman, or 
Wieniawski, to be performed with the UT 
Symphony Orchestra. 

Requirements for the Seniors are equally 
daunting. Round One: one of three solo 
sonatas by J.S. Bach; the second movement 
from one of five Mozart violin concertos; 
one of the 24 Caprices for solo violin by 


Paganini; and a piece by Fritz Kreisler. 
Semi-Finals: two movements from one of 
three works by Haydn, to be performed 
with the Mir 6 Quartet (!), a new work by UT 
professor of composition Donald Grantham 
(“Black-Eyed Suzy”), and a piece of the 
competitor’s choice, 12 minutes or less. 
Finals: a full concerto by either 

Mendelssohn, Barber, Prokofiev, or Saint- 


Saens, to be played with the Austin 
Symphony Orchestra. Whew! 

The fate of the competitors lies with nine 
jurors who have extensive experience in the 
classical field. For the 2014 Menuhin, that 
includes internationally renowned musi- 
cians and educators, former winners, and 
Butler School of Music fac- 
ulty members such as violin- 
ist Brian Lewis and professor 
of piano Anton Nel. Given 
the different nationalities 
and musical personalities, 
they may well appreciate dif- 
ferent qualities in a competitor. That pres- 
ents a challenge for Yamamoto in helping 
prepare Claire for the competition. Having 
a juror’s scoring sheet and experience her- 
self jurying for national competitions give 
her a reasonable idea of what jurors look 
and listen for (an idea she’ll share publicly 
in “The Juror’s Ear,” a program with 


Menuhin Competition Artistic Director 
Gordon Back on Tuesday, Feb. 25), but even 
then, it’s a question as to how to anticipate 
those nine varying tastes. 

Ultimately, for Yamamoto as a teacher, it 
comes down to letting Claire be Claire. “I 
want to make sure that her voice is heard,” 
she says. Yamamoto recalls first hearing 
that voice last summer in Ottawa, Kan., 
where she was on the faculty of BLYAP - 
the Brian Lewis Young Artist Program, a 
camp run by her Butler School colleague in 
which a dozen violinists 18 or younger get 
two weeks of intensive training each year. 
“Claire stuck out to me because - first of all, 
she’s so young. You hear a lot of talented 
12-year-olds who have a lot of facility, but 
the thing that struck me was Claire’s beau- 
tiful tone. She had a very natural way of 
approaching music [and] a very vocal way of 
playing, which was very interesting to me.” 

So when Claire and her parents, John and 
Cheryl - both skilled violinists themselves 
- learned that the first Menuhin Competition 
ever held in North America would be taking 
place in their backyard (as Texans measure 
distance, anyway) and decided to audition, 
they had a strong ally in Yamamoto. Even 
before the Competition, competition was 
fierce. A record number of entrants (275, up 
from an average of 170) made Claire’s accep- 
tance into the Menuhin an achievement in 
itself. But once the Wells family received 
word in November that Claire was one of the 
42 competitors, the race was on to get ready: 
choosing her selections and honing them, 
getting some coaching at home - “Dad and 
Mom come and tell me stuff, and I shoo 
them away,” Claire teases - and making 
those all-important weekly drives to Austin. 

On this visit - the last before the Menuhin 
Competition begins on Feb. 21 - John, 
Cheryl, and Cheryl’s sister, who has trav- 
eled from China to hear her niece compete, 
sit quietly while Claire takes pass after pass 
at the Wieniawski. In front of posters and 
photos from Yamamoto’s 15 years as a 
member of the world-class Mir 6 Quartet - a 
possible career path for Claire one day, per- 
haps? -Yamamoto listens closely, interject- 
ing a suggestion here, a word of encourage- 
ment there. Claire considers this one of the 
most challenging pieces - “It’s really fast 
and very technical” - but she glides through 
it with a confidence and poise beyond her 
years. The tone that caught Yamamoto’s ear 
is evident whenever she puts bow to strings. 

Yamamoto says that she’s making sure 
each piece has a different style: “I want a 
different sound for her Beethoven Romance, 
and the Telemann - totally different kind of 
work. And Wieniawski - you’re hopping 
from country to country and century to cen- 
tury, and I want her performance to be like 
a journey for the audience. That’s my big- 
gest goal for her, besides just enjoying it 
and having fun. Because she’s done all the 
hard work. Now the most she can do is just 
go and enjoy and share with the audience 
what she feels in the music at that point.” ■

The slave blessing the master: 
Robert Pellette’s Simon and Andrew 
Bosworth’s Caleb in The Whipping Man

For the three men camped out in the 
decaying Virginia manor, observing Passover 
is not easy. Four years of war have left 
Richmond depleted of goods, and this once- 
stately home was long ago looted of every- 
thing valuable by marauding soldiers, blue 
and gray. But for two of these men, the Seder 
holds special meaning this year. They will 
mark the rite that keeps the Chosen People 
mindful of their captivity in Egypt just after 
having been freed from slavery themselves. 

The sight of two African-American men 
devoutly celebrating this ancient Jewish ritual 
days after the South’s surrender at Appomattox 
- and doing so with a man whose family, until 
recently, owned them - gives Matthew Lopez’s 
drama the feel of terra incognita. Civil War 
drama has rarely shown the divide between 


white and black, owner and slave, bridged by 
faith, and when has it shown it through this 
faith? And yet a culture in which slavery and 
deliverance out of it loom so large proves a pow- 
erful lens for considering this grievous, bloody 
stain on our history. The inhumanity of the 
“peculiar institution” comes into even sharper 
focus when viewed as a betrayal of your brother 
in blood, enslaving him even as you recall your 
shared ancestors’ bondage with bitter herbs. 

In City Theatre Company’s production, the 
story can be read in the knitted brows of its 
actors. As Simon, the elder of the freedmen 
and a man of piety and patience, Robert 
Pellette keeps his brow so low and deeply fur- 
rowed that it seems to bear the weight of the 
entire Civil War. Simon treats the son of his 
onetime master with respect, even kindness, 
out of a kind of loyalty, but he’s keenly aware 
that he is no longer any man’s chattel and 
won’t suffer the indignity of being ordered 
about; for him, the war’s outcome is the dif- 
ference between being told to do something

A common composer, like a common 
choreographer, is a thread but not a 
theme.

The first work, “Liminal £ 

Glam,” is aptly titled: It’s £ 
neither here nor there = 
and illusorily attractive. ° 

Without underlying substance, the “glam” 
in this 2008 romp for seven couples is 
already fading. Set to a recording of Glass’ 
Concerto Fantasy for Two Timpanists and 
Orchestra, the dancers, cold neoclassical 
pinups and cavaliers, seemed to look for 
luxury in the wrong parts of the music. 

In Susan Branch Towne’s teal costumes 
wrapped with day-glo spirals, the women 
boureed to jiggle their Frisbee tutus, while 
the men did their best to match the regal in 
the music despite their cartoonish unitards. 

Costuming also seemed to manhandle 
“CARBON53,” the premiere that ended 
the program. Accompanied by record- 
ings of Steve Reich’s Clapping Music and 
Pendulum Music (the latter the result of 
the feedback sounds that result when 


suspended microphones are allowed to 
swing back and forth over speakers) and 
Glass’ Songs for solo cello, the piece was 
a study in ash-white and charcoal for the 
18 dancers encased in Monica Guerra’s 
severe, long-sleeved leotards. A bar of 
white light crossed the backdrop like 
the lamp of a copier, tracking a line of 
dancers that dropped off and picked up 
members of their cohort with each return. 
Duplication and the carbon cycle suggest- 
ed a choreographic cycle in which there 
is nothing left to be discovered: Each ele- 
ment of contemporary 
and neoclassic ballet 
was reused and will 
once again be recycled. 

Yet this fatalism 
was relieved in the 
middle work, Mills’ 2010 
“Angel of My Nature,” 
especially in the cen- 
tral section, which has 
malachite hues (innocu- 
ous leotards chosen by Mills himself) 
and a subterranean mood. In “Liminal” 
and “CARBON53,” the dancers were 
strong and slick; “Angel” allowed them to 
explore richness and depth, too. In duos 
and trios, they amalgamated in organic 
vignettes, curious and welcome diver- 
sions from arrow-straight manipulations 
and overt athleticism in the other dances. 
Austin Chamber Music Center Artistic 
Director Michelle Schumann was there to 
play the music, piano pieces by Bach and 
Glass. Conjecture: Perhaps it’s the (once 
again) return to the piano, that humble 
instrument that coaxes the ballet dancer’s 
body awake to the art in daily class, which 
makes for the depth, care, and focus of 
this piece. - Jonelle Seitz 



and being asked to. John, his fellow in servi- 
tude, is a born survivor, raiding abandoned 
homes for whiskey, china, and anything else 
of worth, and Richard R. Romeo wears John’s 
opportunism lightly, but the pinched lines 
above his eyes betray his bitterness toward 
his former keepers, especially the man who 
lashed his back with a pearl-handled whip. 

The brow of Andrew Bosworth’s Caleb, the 
slaveowner’s son, is also creased with resent- 
ment, but his is toward God, for allowing this 
war’s atrocities, which he witnessed firsthand 
in the Confederate trenches and which cost 
him a leg (amputated in a harrowing scene). 

Director Stacey Glazer is in no hurry. She 
allows the characters’ confusion and questioning 
to play out in pauses and moments of reflection, 
giving the play’s momentous concerns room to 
land, in the characters and us. The actors don’t 
always fill these spaces with the depth of feeling 
or intent to sustain dramatic momentum, but 
you can sense through the performances how 
much the play matters to them, and their com-

The trials inherent in staging classic works 
make the director’s job tantamount to that 
of a translator. In this case, even Ranjit 
Bolt’s translation of Moliere’s best-known 
work - considered to be more colloquial and 
“looser” than many other versions - needs a 
physical guide to ferry the language across 
the centuries. 

With director David Long at the helm of 
this Mary Moody Northen Theatre production, 
what might otherwise seem like overlong pas- 
sages bogged down by antiquated verbiage 
are infused with light and life. In a contempo- 
rary setting, a single umbrella becomes the 
piece de resistance in the annals of propdom 
- such a primary role it plays in a handful of 
masterful comic moments. Likewise, human- 
izing tactics such as presenting characters 
in various states of undress and the artful 
incorporation of an exercise machine and a 
voice-stifling vacuum cleaner put a spotlight 
on the extent to which the directorial touch 
can make or break a show.

and Lynyrd Skynyrd, among others - serves 
as a fitting reminder of the challenges and 
rewards of reinterpretation. 

The story revolves around a family under 
the spell of their boarder, Tartuffe, whose 
claims to be a virtuous man of God are totally 
fraudulent, yet the man of the house, Orgon, 
can’t be persuaded of this. A plan is soon 
hatched to marry Tartuffe to Orgon’s daugh- 
ter, effectively masking the interloper’s secret 
desire for Orgon’s wife, Elmire. 

The decision to cast a young actor, Jose 
Antonio Rodriguez, in the role of Tartuffe, 
turns out to be a good one, as it makes his 
seduction of Elmire all the saucier. Although 
very attractive, Liz Beckham’s Elmire appears 
old enough to have mothered this cardigan- 
clad, iPod-adorned Tartuffe, and thus, 
Timposteur comes off as a cross between 
Eddie Haskell and an aggro version of Dustin 
Hoffman’s character in The Graduate. 

Audience members looking for a clear con- 
nection between the themes of questionable 
piety that grounded the play in 1664, and 
the religious zealotry sometimes found in 
upper-middle-class living rooms like this one, 
may find themselves scratching their heads, 
particularly considering that the work is being 
staged at a Catholic university. Still, the attack 
on hypocrisy is clear (religious or otherwise). 

As an entertaining night out and a show- 
case for the work of Long and a fine cast of 
actors, including Equity guests Beckham, the 
always formidable Barbara Chisholm (who 
is, full disclosure, married to Chronicle Arts 
Editor Robert Faires), and the subversively 
authentic David Stahl, the show is a fantastic 
success. - Stacy Alexander Evans

What’s more optimistic in this day and age 
than a celebration of print? The answer, 
friends, is a celebration of print in the midst 
of February - especially a February that is so 
shockingly February-ish. Print, whether in the 
form of words on a page or rosebuds on a 
cotton dress, handprints in wet concrete or 
fingerprints on a cocktail glass, is our human 
imprimatur on an anonymous world, our way 
of announcing, “We were here.” 

And here we were, despite the 
chill in the air, at the Big 
Medium gallery Feb. 11, 
huddled amid accordions 
and cascades of printed 
paper, beneath framed 
prints of every description, 
to experience an Austin- 
only sneak preview of 
indie press A Strange 
Object’s second release, the 
short-story collection 
Misadventure by Nicholas Grider. 

Fanned attractively on the table, 

Grider’s debut mirrored the design aes- 
thetic as well as the ethos of the PrintAustin 
2014 exhibit that graced the walls. 

Spring dresses in cheerful prints offered a 
welcome extension of the theme, and A 
Strange Object (ASO) co-directors Callie 
Collins and Jill Meyers sported them bravely,

exciting,” she said of the pants. 

“Plus, they’re super comfortable.” 

It’s true that literary types value 
comfort. One rather casual gentle- 
man I spoke to claimed to have 
been wearing the same hoodie 
since New Year’s Day. And not the 
Lunar New Year, either - regular 
old (auld?) run-through-the-streets- 
of-M a n h atta n-to-proc I a i m-yo u r-l ove- 
to-Meg-Ryan Jan. 1. In his 
defense, it was a nice, thick, 

American-made hoodie. I pur- 
chased my favorite sweatshirt at 
the Family Dollar and only wear it 
at home, when I’m receiving 
guests or having long conversa- 
tions with my cats. 

Alas, as is so often the case in 
Austin, the most nattily dressed 
man there was a gate-crasher. But 
after all, there was plenty of pretty 
on the walls - and in the satchels 
and souls of the writers present. 

Which brings me to 
Misadventure itself. Dark and £ 
playful and a little bit sexy, it fol- 
lows a bevy of gay and straight 
characters through experiences < 
alternately alienating and titillat- 
ing - kaleidoscopic couplings, bondage sce- 
narios gone awry, and lonely nights spent 
waiting for one’s husband to return with 
inexplicable bloodstains on his collar. We’ve 
all been there. 

The launch party climaxed with a “collec- 
tive reading” of one of the more experimental 
stories, “Millions of Americans Are Strange.” 
A sly wink at Gertrude Stein’s masterpiece 
The Making of Americans, Grider’s story bests 
Ms. Stein’s by being a hundredth as long, 
using complete sentences, and containing 
more sex. As a procession of print worship- 
pers paraded past the microphone in single- 


file, breathing life into print one melancholy 
sentence at a time, it was hard not to feel 
like one of the millions of characters refer- 
enced in the story. 

My sentence was, “Derek is an alcoholic 
whose favorite cover song is Jeff Buckley’s 
cover of Leonard Cohen’s ‘Hallelujah,’ and 
when he gets drunk he sometimes asks Kelly 
to tie him to a kitchen chair and break his 
phone and cut his hair.” Let’s just say there’s 
a lot more chair-tying in Misadventure, but it 
would be a betrayal if I didn’t urge you to see 
it in glorious black-and-white print.

Sweets With 
a British Accent 

CURIOUS CONFECTIONS 

Airy king cake topped with colorful sugar crystals. Crunchy 
almond toffee. Dainty currant scones. Real butter mints. French 
vanilla ribbon cookies. Mincemeat tarts. Raspberry marshmallows. 
Chewy pecan pralines. These are a tiny fraction of the exquisite 
treats made by Curious Confections (www.cunousconfections.com). 
Begun in 2011 by Gemma and Michael Matherne, this small bak- 
ing operation was one of the first in Austin to take advantage of 
the Cottage Food Bill, which made it legal to sell certain types of 
food prepared at home. They’ve been making new converts and 
gathering loyal fans ever since. 

The Mathernes’ story is mirrored in the range of sweets they 
create: If you read that list again, you will see both a strong 
Louisiana influence and the definite stamp of Great Britain, for 
Gemma is English, and Michael grew up half a world away in New 
Orleans. After a thrilling Internet courtship, they both moved to 
Austin, got married, and started a business together. Against all 
odds, they are happily married still, and it is wonderful to see 
how supportive they are of one another. Gemma, a graduate of Le 
Cordon Bleu College of Culinary Arts, is a consummate baker and 
confectioner. Michael has a background in design and deep roots 
in Southern cookery traditions. 

Michael’s design skills come to the fore in their birthday, wed- 
ding, and special occasion cakes, which combine breathtaking 
visuals with scrumptiousness. Displeased with the flavorless, 
saccharine taste of commercial fondant, they try to decorate their 
cakes with alternatives, such as modeling chocolate, pure but- 
tercream, and homemade marshmallow frosting. Both Gemma 
and Michael consult carefully with every client, and their custom- 
ers positively rave about the results. (Cakes must be ordered in 
advance, and can be picked up or delivered.) 

Gemma’s talents and hard work are evident in the range of flaw- 
less items Curious Confections sells each Sunday at the HOPE 
Farmers Market. Gemma rotates her wares, selling an entirely differ- 
ent assortment every week. The only constants are butter croissants 
and pain au chocolat, which she bakes fresh each Sunday, and indi- 
vidual king cakes, which will be available until Mardi Gras. Orange 
scones, strawberry rhubarb hand pies, cashew nut brittle, cinnamon 
sugar doughnuts, amaretti cookies, orange-cranberry coffee cake, 



handmade chocolate bars, millionaire’s shortbread, and pfeffernusse 
appear (and disappear) weekly, as do British specialties such as 
bara brith, hobnob biscuits, and their take on Jammie Dodgers. 

When I asked Gemma what the initial response was to British 
sweets in sunny Texas, she replied, “Well, there are always some 
British ex-pats who are thrilled to see familiar sweets - you would 
be surprised how many of us there are!” She went on to say how 
interesting it is that Southern treats are so similar to English ones. 
“A true English scone is more like a Southern buttermilk biscuit 
than anything. Rocky road is nearly the same as tiffin. And Jammie 
Dodgers are just a tidier version of thumbprint cookies.” 

Curious Confections has been selling at the HOPE Market for 
only a few months and already they have become an anchor ven- 
dor, attracting a following that comes to the market expressly to 
buy their cookies, candy, and pastry. Moving into a commercial 
kitchen is the next step, and after that, the couple hopes to open 
their very own brick-and-mortar. - Kate Thornberry

food-o-file

Local rumor mills were ablaze at the end of last 
week with speculations about new locations for the 
Omelettry and permits being pulled for yet another 
new restaurant from Shawn Cirkiel’s group. It’s a 
sure sign of how much longtime Austinites cherish 
their funky old landmark restaurants and how eager 
the young hipster crowd is to follow even the slight- 
est whiff of the future. Here’s what I can tell you for 
sure. Jesse and Kenny Carpenter, the father and 
son who own the Omelettry, have yet to sign a lease 
on a new location for their 36-year-old restaurant. 
Jesse says their priorities are affordable rent, park- 
ing, and convenient access for both their Midtown 
clientele and their employees, many of whom live in 
the vicinity of the restaurant. When we caught up 
with chef Cirkiel at his new chavez (111 E. Cesar 
Chavez) in the Radisson to ask him about the possi- 
bility of another new restaurant on the horizon, he 
issued his standard “I don’t comment on rumors or 
gossip,” but did allow that it’s much more likely that 
his group is looking for a central location for offices 
for the company’s various restaurant interests. 

The SouthBites food trailer court (604 Driskill 
St.) was such a big hit at South by Southwest last 
year that it’s back. This year’s lineup is once again 
curated by Paul Qui and Deana Saukam of East 
Side King, and will include such popular local ven- 
dors as ESK, Micklethwait Craft Meats, Burro 
Cheese Kitchen, Garbo’s Fresh Maine Lobster, 
Be More Pacific, Gourdough’s, Chi’lantro, and 
Ms P’s Electric Cock, in addition to the Waffle Bus 
from Houston, Holy Kombucha from Dallas, and 
Jeni’s Splendid Ice Creams of Columbus, Ohio. 

Consider this: If a restaurant server delivered an 
iPad-like device to your table with the final bill that 
allowed you to immediately share feedback about 
the restaurant experience, would you use it? 
Software developer and entrepreneur Bernard 
Briggs and his business partner, Food Network 
celebrity chef Robert Irvine, were in Austin a cou- 
ple of weeks back promoting their new product to 
local restaurants. Humm is a patent-pending tech- 
nology that allows restaurant owners to capture 
guest feedback with a high success rate while din- 
ers are still in the restaurant. According to Briggs, 
one of his local restaurant clients has seen more 
than a 40% drop in negative online reviews since 
adopting the Humm technology and promptly 
addressing issues raised by customers. There’s 
more information on my interesting conversation 
with these forward-thinking entrepreneurs and 
some of the local restaurants already utilizing 
Humm online at austinchronicle.com/daily. 

Cheesemongers Kendall and John Antonelli 

have welcomed a new member to their household: 
Elia Jo Antonelli arrived Sunday, Jan. 2, at 8 
pounds, 2 ounces and 20.5 inches. We hear big 
brother Everett (21 months) is enchanted with the 
new bambina. 

Media design tours and soft opening dinners are 
in the works at laV (1501 E. Seventh), which 
means their projected late February opening 
should be coming up any day. Nearby neighbor 
David Rightmer says he’s now shooting to open 
the Silo on Seventh (1300 E. Seventh) by the 
end of February. 
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T o call the home of Chris and Diane 
Winslow in far southwest Manchaca 
a ranch might be a bit of a stretch. 
It’s an immaculately maintained rambling 
house sitting on five acres at the back side 
of Elliot Ranch. It does have six horses (five 
of which are completely worthless minia- 
tures), three dogs (the best of which is 
Hershey), some parrots, a herd of angry and 
disrespectful chickens (looking right at you, 
Dwayne Jr.), rat snakes in the barn, a cat or 
two, and coyotes in the distance, but it’s 
probably not a true ranch in the grandest 
expression of Texas parlance. I take credit 
for coming up with the name Rancho 
Winslow while recounting our culinary 
exploits on my blog and in the Chronicle; 
“ranchette” doesn’t quite roll off the tongue. 
It’s not even really a supper club in the 
strictest sense. It is a clubbish group that 
partakes of supper, but it’s more a gather- 
ing of close friends and family centered 
around a food event of one sort or another, 
calendar-related or otherwise. 

When a Rancho Winslow article gets 
mentioned or reprinted in the Hays Free 
Press, or posted to the It’s About Thyme 
website, CBoy and Di get hounded by folks 
wanting to know how they can buy “tickets” 
to the supper club, or when the next “event” 
is, or how can they get added to “the list.” 
After several drinks, we’ve often joked that 
it might be a good way to raise some extra 
cash for a fishing trip, but we don’t need the 
extra pressure, and commercializing it 
would sully the experience. It’s all about 
camaraderie and joie de vivre. 

Chris Winslow and I first met back in the 
ponytailed, early Seventies. He had just 
started building his plant empire at Mar- 
bridge Farms; I had heard of his nursery 
and was a houseplant freak living at the 
legendary Bean Palace on West Sixth Street. 
We met and became fast friends, and have 
been ever since. His much better half Diane, 
who owned It’s About Thyme Nursery before 
Chris left Marbridge and moved over there, 
has long been known as the Martha Stewart 
of Manchaca. Di is the queen of decorating 
and handicrafts, and certainly knows her 
way around a kitchen. Chris cooks exclu- 
sively on the outside grill or the smoker. Di 
and I clicked immediately and she and I 
began to collaborate on meals for one event 
or another, first at their old house on Cattle- 
man Drive and later at Rancho Winslow. 

It’s a function of Chris’ chatty, gregarious 
nature to invite too many people, and once 
invited, no one ever passes up the opportu- 
nity. I remember one blisteringly hot after- 
noon at the Cattleman house where I had 
agreed to deep-fry an especially bounteous 
harvest of redfish and specks that came 
from several fishing trips to the coast, for 
what grew to a crowd of 60. The danger of 
my cascading sweat hitting the cauldron of 
hot oil almost surpassed the threat of me 
collapsing from heat exhaustion, and I had 
batter up to my elbows most of the day. But 
matched with a squeeze of Mexican lime 
and the homemade tartar, remoulade, and 
sinus-searing cocktail sauces that Di and I 
had concocted, the fish was sublime. We ate 
fish until the beers were burpless. 


I had to use all four layers of my two big 
commercial Chinese duck steamers to cook 
hundreds of pork dumplings for one crowd. 
The bonus was that I forced them all to 
learn the proper way to fold a pot sticker; 
I’m no fool when there is free labor just 
standing around. At that dinner there was 
also a huge pot of some particularly hearty 
and zesty hot and sour soup - one of the bet- 
ter batches I have ever made. I had used 
that same steamer to presteam some pork 
riblets, which then got marinated and 
grilled, slathered with a black bean barbe- 


cue sauce. The intensely concentrated pork 
rib stock at the bottom of the steamer was 
the base for the soup. 

I’ve done a lot of soups through the 
decades, because they’re a really good filler 
for the menu, and also 
a way for me to show 
off. I remember a silky 
Mexican sopa de elote 
made from fresh corn 
right out of the fields 
at Marbridge, loaded 
with roasted and peeled poblanos, topped 
with Monterey Jack and tortilla whiskers. 
There have been pots of rich, spicy posole 
loaded with Hatch green chile and fall-apart 
pork. In the summer, the go-to soup is an 


ice-cold gazpacho, made using the aromatic, 
scarlet tomatoes and crisp cucumbers from 
right outside in the garden, but there has 
also been a chilled, seductive vichyssoise 
loaded with garden spuds and King Richard 
leeks. Pots of Cajun chicken and sausage 
gumbo, fiery chili con carne, Romanian 
Szekely goulash, huge, simmering vats of 
reducing demi-glace; the list goes on. 

One advantage of the Cattleman house 
was that right next door to the west was 
where Wally lived, a great cook in his own 
right. He always wanted to help, and learn 


something he didn’t know, so I had extra 
prep and cooking help. Ditto for Mike, who 
lived directly across the street, and Chuck: 
both admirable cooks eager to contribute. 
The kitchen at Cattleman was smaller and 
more constrictive than 
at Rancho Winslow, 
and when there was a 
group to eat, they would 
all migrate to the kitch- 
en, squarely underfoot. 
I had to throw a few 
hissy fits in the Cattleman kitchen to scatter 
the herd. Too bad I didn’t have a cattle prod. 
The Rancho kitchen has a huge island that 
serves as a barrier to the operations-side of 
the layout, keeping the crowds at bay. 


Two things I hate to do in the kitchen are 
carve the turkey and do the dishes. When 
Di’s father Surly Earl was still with us, he 
was the one that always dealt with the tur- 
key. Earl could seldom be persuaded to eat, 
and he hated roast turkey with a passion. 
Dude could flat-out cook his ass off, but his 
appetite was for bourbon, not food; he 
needed the drink to politely tolerate the 
crowds around him. 

Robert “Empty Leg” Abraham is a dear 
friend of the clan, and a retired veterinari- 
an. The nickname comes from his incredi- 
ble capacity to consume superhuman 
quantities of food; Robert has seconds on 
dessert when the rest of us are packed full 
and letting everything settle. He’s still 
peckish and thinking a la mode when 
we’re swollen-up like Mr. Creosote consid- 
ering the wafer-thin mint. Robert is profes- 
sionally trained in vivisection, so he’s a 
natural at carving a turkey. Thankfully, 
after all these years, he brings his grandfa- 
ther’s carbon steel carving set to dinners 
now and rolls up his sleeves. Truth be told, 
he knows I’m going to beg him to carve, 
and the darkest secret of Rancho Winslow 
is that it’s the place where knives go to get 
dull. Robert brings grandpa’s blades out of 
self-defense. 

The true constant through the life of the 
Rancho Winslow dinners has been Nancy, 
Di’s mom. Nancy is of good, stout, Ohio 
German stock, and she grew up baking; 
she is the consummate master of the des- 
sert course and never shows up without at 
least two fantastic desserts - sometimes 
three or more. Nancy likes to experiment 
in the kitchen; she’s the kind of cook that 
will just throw stuff together to see what it 
will taste like. She always acts like it’s a 
serendipitous crapshoot, but we all know 
better. Decades of mad kitchen skills lead 
to the deliciousness of those desserts. 

Di and I go through periods of organiza- 
tion with categorized lists, and at other 
times, it’s a toss-up of whatever’s in the 
garden, the pantry, and the reach-in. She 
plans in her mind; I plan on paper. Back in 
December of 2012, we did a Mayan end-of- 
the-world party; all the dishes were old 
Mayan treasures, which seemed fitting for 
the end of the world according to the Mayan 
calendar. I had never cooked a single one of 
the recipes, but the organization was spot- 
on, and the prep and mise en place went like 
clockwork. Everyone loved the experience, 
and we discovered a new favorite dip, sikil 
p’aak; think of it as a smoky, spicy pump- 
kin seed hummus. 

Rancho Winslow is really just a homing 
beacon for a bunch of old friends to gather 
around and drink mass quantities of beer 
and wine (and occasionally spirits, as well), 
cook some great-tasting stuff, and feed our 
faces. It’s our way of reconnecting with best 
buds - buds that are really family in every 
sense of the word. Imagine a family gather- 
ing where nobody argues, everyone contrib- 
utes, and mutual love abounds. That’s 
Rancho Winslow. It’s kinda like culinary 
heaven, with chickens. ■

A Uniquely Austin Duck 

DAFFY DECONSTRUCTIONS AND DIY INTERIORS RENDER AN 
EATERY THAT REPRESENTS AUSTIN'S HEART AND TERROIR 



Second generation Austin chef Bryce 
Gilmore shot to local and national acclaim 
in 2010 serving distinctive food out of a 
funky little trailer he had repurposed him- 
self and christened Odd Duck Farm to 
Trailer. The trailer sat on a bald, rocky lot 
on South Lamar with little curb appeal, but 
no matter how unappetizing the setting, 
young Gilmore regularly sold out of what- 
ever he offered on the trailer 
menu. The lot was eventually 
sold for condo development and 
Gilmore moved a few blocks 
down the street to open the wild- 
ly popular Barley Swine. Now the 
ugly duckling lot has been trans- 
formed into Gibson Flats, with 
the new, eagerly awaited brick- 
and-mortar incarnation of Odd 
Duck just across the parking lot. 

Anyone who drives by the attractive all- 
glass enclosure can plainly see that this 
duck is attracting regular crowds. The new 
building is a glittering swan compared to the 
old trailer, but Gilmore’s DIY ethos is still 
very much in evidence. Everything, from the 
mismatched plates and bowls to the coffee- 
bag light-fixture covers, evokes a sense of 
the comforts of a welcoming, lived-in space.

The kitchen prints out new menus for 
lunch and dinner every day, depending on 
what’s available in the local larder and the 
inspiration of the kitchen. At the suggestion 
of our affable server, our group of four 
decided to make a meal out of several shared 
plates, and he kept us well-stocked with 
clean plates and silverware throughout the 
meal. Finding plenty of worthwhile menu 
choices is really not a problem at Odd Duck; 
fighting for the last bite on a shared plate, 
however, could become an issue. 

Our dinner starters were house-made, 
mustard seed tater tots - crunchy fried pota- 
to cubes with a big swirl of light and silken 
smoked fish dip ($6) and a deviled egg - a 
deconstructed farm egg affair that delivered 
all the flavors one would expect from that 
down-home staple, paired with crisply fried 
kale ($5). We chose eight sharable entrees, 
everything from comforting pinto beans with 
smoked pork belly ($9), earthy carrots 
charred in hay with goat cheese and toasted 
pistachio crumble ($8), and a perfect square 
of redfish in a robust pool of etouffee puree 
with spinach and pickled peas ($14) to our 
favorite, spicy boudin grits with tangy pick- 
led shrimp ($14). The dessert that had spoons 
fighting over the last morsel was a 
dainty, pink beet panna cotta 
encased in a puffy cloud of ethe- 
real Meyer lemon mousse, driz- 
zled with lavender honey ($7). 

The lunch menu offers more 
bready options, although nothing 
so mainstream as a sandwich. 
Our starters were dazzling in 
their farm-to-table rustic simplic- 
ity: ruby beets in a bright citrus 
marinade with mild bleu cheese and toasted 
pecans ($7); chunks of grilled sweet potato 
with an astringent yogurt and salty peanuts 
($6); and a salad of field peas with pureed, 
roasted, and pickled peas paired with wafer- 
thin slices of radish, roasted broccoli florets, 
and greens ($8). We were very impressed 
with the pretzel kolache filled with juicy 
cheddar wurst sausage and tangy sauer-

kraut, accompanied with a sinus-clearing 
mustard, and the big, buttery croissant 
stuffed with ham, Gruyere, and a perfectly 
poached egg ($12), which had all three of the 
bakers at our table trying to figure out the 
technique behind such a marvel. Once more, 
we waged war over the lemon mousse. 

The food that emerges from Bryce 
Gilmore’s kitchen is innovative and 
thoughtful, featuring some of the tricks and 
deconstructions of molecular gastronomy 
techniques while still delivering appealing 
texture and flavor contrasts and combina- 
tions. I can’t promise that any of the dishes 
described here will be on the Odd Duck 
menu when you dine there, or that all diners 
will find themselves in their culinary com- 
fort zone. What I can assure you is that the 
food will taste like it was grown and cooked 
with care and attention, straight from the 
terroir of Austin. - Virginia B. Wood

Beau Willimon Lays His ‘Cards’ on the Table 

AUSTIN FILM FESTIVAL PRESENTS THE SHOWRUNNER ON SEASON TWO OF THE HIT NETFLIX SERIES

At the end of the first episode of House of 
Cards’ second season [Editor’s note: Spoilers 
abound], Kevin Spacey’s ever-scheming and 
mercurial Frank Underwood, after strongarm- 
ing his way into the vice presidency (oh, and 
murdering someone), turns to the camera in 
the show’s now signature outre breaking of 
the fourth wall and chides, “You thought I for- 
got about you, didn’t you?” The scene and 
episode end with a closeup on his new cuff- 
links - literally, a giant “F.U.” 

When Beau Willimon’s adaptation of the 
Nineties BBC drama of the same name (which 
was based on the series of novels by Michael 
Dobbs) premiered last year with its David 
Fincher mood lighting, featuring marquee 
names, and on its exotic-by-comparison net- 
work, Netflix, it was dogged 
by comparisons to Mad Men 
or The Sopranos as a pres- 
tige drama of the streaming 
video age. That lumping together of Willimon’s 
series with those shows wasn’t so much a 
critical misfire as an honest mistake: In many 
ways, House of Cards passes the Prestige 
Drama Sniff Test, but when you consume the 
show as intended (ahem, “binge”), what you 
realize you’re smelling is pure, unfermented 
cheese. Frank’s parting words in that first epi- 
sode work as a redress to that initial confu- 
sion, a distillation of the show’s borderline 
campy intent: It’s so over-the-top that it has 
become actual political theatre. 

The second season picks up where we left 
off: Frank is sworn in as vice president as part 
of a long, duplicitous ascension among a fic- 
tional Democratic leadership. His wife and 
Lady Macbeth, Claire (Robin Wright, whose ici- 
ness could flash-freeze you with just a glare), 
ever the smooth operator, is ready and waiting 
in the wings of their cavernous D.C. town- 


house, which of course Frank demands be ret- 
rofitted to meet the security standards needed 
for the vice president of the United States. 

(You can’t blame the Underwoods for not want- 
ing to leave their home: For murderous mani- 
acs, they have impeccable eyes for home 
decor.) As the season progresses, the White 
House becomes more and more entwined in 
acrimonious dealings and a military standoff 
with the Chinese, though all roads seem to 
lead back to the president’s longtime mentor 
and confidant, business and energy tycoon 
Raymond Tusk (Gerald McRaney). Tusk has an 
unnerving amount of sway with the president’s 
decision making, much to the chagrin of Frank, 
who quickly engages him in Machiavellian 
power plays to undo and sabotage the other. 


House of Cards’ version of D.C. exhibits only 
a tangential relationship to its real-world coun- 
terpart, fitting in a weird middle ground 
between the revisionist idealism of Aaron 
Sorkin’s The West Wing and the pressure- 
cooked freak-out of Shonda Rhimes’ Scandal. 
The supposedly tooth-and-nail battle between 
Frank and Tusk and how it manifests in policy- 
making decisions is marred by tedium: No 
one, it seems, is a true, worthy adversary of 
Frank Underwood, whose ruthlessness and 
ability to swiftly backstab continue to be 
unmatched. Their feud of pride, rage, and psy- 
chological imbalance is inflated to a matter of 
national security, congressional harmony, and 
presidential stability - the Capitol is where 
well-pedigreed white men badmouth their petty 
differences. It’s an empty, cynical sentiment. 

Tiresome, convoluted, political machina- 
tions make up too much of House of Cards’ 


foregrounding. The exchanges in the halls 
and offices of Congress and the White House 
rarely matched the far more satisfying and 
intriguing moments of outright sleazy hokum 
this season, which includes a fiery, baiting TV 
interview Claire conducts; a cheeseball, drive- 
by plot about the Deep Web, complete with 
the menacing stroking of a guinea pig; and a 
truly WTF threesome. 

All said, those moments are deeply behold- 
en to the show’s binge-watch model - if every- 
thing didn’t bleed together the way it does 
when you watch it in large chunks, it would be 
hard to recommend. (If it aired weekly, I’d 
have given up last season.) The binge-view 
has a paradoxical effect: It makes its weak- 
nesses all the more apparent and bravura 

moments feel all the more 
pulpy. You feel a lot of 
whiplash watching House of 
Cards this way, too: Molly 
Parker, as a junior congresswoman tapped by 
Frank to take his old post as Senate Majority 
Whip, has a knockout introduction, but the 
show quickly loses track of her. 

Netflix has already renewed House of 
Cards for a third season, and this season 
has laid the (messy) groundwork for Frank’s 
long overdue retribution. I thought Kevin 
Spacey was the weak link in the show’s first 
season, but now, having binge-watched his 
performance again, I liken him to a well- 
cooked ham in this role. He’s found just the 
right amount of smarm to counterbalance 
Robin Wright’s steeliness. House of Cards is 
a show about power dynamics, particularly 
how inequitable they can be where parity 
matters most, among leadership. The 
Underwoods, then, are a dark foil to sexual 
equality: man and wife, each just as evil as 
the other. ■

WHERE MUSIC STILL MATTERS 
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SXSW Spills - Booker T., 
Coldplay, Damon Albarn 


Beginning Monday with news of Blur/ 
Gorillaz svengali Damon Albarn and guitar 
muse St. Vincent topping an NPR show- 
case at Stubb’s on Wednesday, March 12, 
South by Southwest finally cracked open 
its Pandora’s box of marquee names for the 
28th annual spring campaign. Two days later, 
at 7:30am, the Festival’s Music arm pulled 
back the curtain on ACL Live at the Moody 
Theater, about which there had been ram- 
pant speculation. With good reason, it turns 
out: Apple’s London-based iTunes Festival, 
which began in 2007, loads in for 
five nights of a SXSW iteration. 

Only three of five bills were 
revealed, with Coldplay, 

Imagine Dragons, and 
London Grammar on 
Tuesday, March 11, fol- 
lowed by Pitbull, Zedd, 
and G.R.L. Wednesday, 
and Keith Urban and 
Willie Nelson leading 
Saturday night. As to 
whether Miley Cyrus, 
whose tour schedule places 
her in the area that week, might 
appear in one of the other slots, 

SXSW made it sound unlikely. 

“We haven’t had any contact with her or 
her ‘people,’” writes SXSW Music GM James 
Minor. “Nor have we heard anything about her 
being attached to a ‘secret’ guerrilla show.” 

Those weren’t the only names emerging 
this week. Also trending were recent Austin 
Music Hall sell-outs Young the Giant, stony 
NOLA MC Curren$y, and “Pumped Up Kicks” 
band Foster the People, who headline the 
Friday, March 14, free concert in Butler 
Park. A group of Stax Records vets, includ- 
ing organist supreme Booker T. Jones, bring 
Memphis to the park the following day, where 
they’ll be joined by rappers - possibly includ- 
ing Snoop Dogg, who appears in SXSW Film 
premiere doc Take Me to the River. Those 


shows require a free “guest pass,” avail- 
able at Waterloo Records, Whole Foods, 
Spec’s, etc. See guestpass.sxsw.eom/#about. 

Speaking of SXSW Film, expect signifi- 
cant overlap with Music. Pasty Beaumont 
blues legend Johnny Winter, 70 on 
Sunday and subject of new doc Down & 
Dirty, will perform. Pulp singer Jarvis 
Cocker, focus of Sheffield: Sex City, will 
also put in an appearance, and don’t be 
surprised if A$AP Rocky shows up to 
hype his rise-to-fame chronicle 

SVDDXNLY. Also showing: Leave 
the World Behind, the swan- 
song tour-doc about DJ 
trio Swedish House 
Mafia, who have no 
SXSW plans, accord- 
ing to their label. 

As the festival con- 
tinues vetting names, 
other event hosts 
have begun to lay 
down their hands. 
Waterloo Records 
unveiled its free parking- 
lot day parties, which 
include Tony Joe White, 

Charli XCX, Tinariwen, and Jake 
Bugg. A concert series from Red Bull 
Sound Select occupies the Belmont 
with shows including Odd Future MC 
Earl Sweatshirt and Twin Shadow, free 
with RSVP. Spotify House has booked 
Phantogram, Real Estate, and 
Warpaint for its uberhip day shows at 
901 E. Sixth, also free with RSVP. 

If local music is your thing, RSVP for the 
Chronicle’s inaugural day party featuring 
Black Books, Magna Carda, American 
Sharks, and Bright Light Social Hour. 
That’s Thursday, March 13, at Liberty 
(I6I8V2 E. Sixth). We’re calling it “Hair of 
the Three-Legged Dog” in honor of the 
paper’s tripod mascot, Hank. 



PACHANGA LANDS JULIETA VENEGAS 


The Pachanga Latino Music Festival, 

Austin’s annual rock en espahol gathering, 
announced last Thursday that it had scored 
Mexican superstar Julieta Venegas - a Latin 
Grammy magnet who hasn’t visited Austin in 
years - as its headliner May 10 at Fiesta 
Gardens. Other top billings include Monterrey 
dub rockers El Gran Silencio and Elvis 
Costello collaborators La Santa Cecilia, who 
won the Grammy for Best Latin Rock, Urban or 
Alternative Album last month with Treinta Dias. 

“I wanted to focus on the younger genera- 
tion,” revealed organizer Rich Garza, whose 
2014 bookings lack veteran acts like Flaco 
Jimenez, Celso Pina, and Los Lobos, all of 
whom played last year. “There’s always room 
for legends, but I’ve been thinking long and 


hard about who Pachanga’s audience is and, 
demographically, it’s a youthful group.” 

That mentality’s reflected with paint splat- 
tered Venezuelan dance punks La Vida 
Boheme, Mexican MC Nina Dioz, Brooklyn’s 
Inca-psych troupe Chicha Libre, and synth- 
flipped cumbia gang Sonido San Francisco. 
Unlike its six previous years, Pachanga fits 
all that into a single day. 

“I’m now envisioning Pachanga as a party 
instead of a festival,” explains Garza, citing 
not financial concerns, but rather festival 
fatigue. “With so many festivals in Austin, it’s 
a lot to ask for people to give up a weekend. 

I want one day with a great vibe.”

BLXPLTN 

Discharging a combustible set of electro-punk, local j 
trio BLXPLTN bridged the gap between two hip-hop acts £ 
at Holy Mountain last Saturday. “Black music is black q 
music,” bassist/vocalist Jonathan Horstmann assured < 
the audience between songs. Afterward, outside the club, i 
he went further. “Austin doesn’t like to talk about it ° 
because of its progressive reputation, but minorities are extremely underrepresented in every 
scene, especially the music scene.” 

“We want to project to people of color that you can do whatever you like,” offered the heavi- 
ly tattooed, black-clad band’s drummer/ vocalist Taszlin Muerte. “You don’t have to rap or 
dress or speak a certain way, and don’t be ashamed of being smart.” 

“And we want kids who look like us to pick up guitars and do what we’re doing,” adds gui- 
tarist/screamer Khattie Q. 

Taking form last spring, BLXPLTN stands out both for its future-sound take on Eighties 
American hardcore - compete with live electric drums - as well as effectively capturing an 
attitude that’s both hostile and inspiring. They’ve hit the studio with assistance from Trail of 
Dead’s Autry Fulbright, Mars Volta key-pusher Ikey Owens, and Ringo Deathstarr’s 
Elliot Frazier, so look for recordings in the near future. 

Until then, they have stages to level, including Mohawk Friday and Beerland Wednesday. 



BADLANDS 

Something special was happening at 12th 
and Chicon last Sunday. The hard-luck corner 
felt especially vibrant as the sounds of drums 
and distortion rang from two buildings and 
music fans milled between the Legendary 
White Swan and a new venue, Badlands. It 
was a glimpse of vitality for a strip with major 
entertainment potential that’s long been a 
question of “when,” not “if.” Now occupying 
the building at 1203 Chicon - which was for- 
merly a nondescript BYOB pool hall - 
Badlands hosted ska veterans the Toasters, 
revealing a no-frills, midsized room that will 
welcome Texan metal legacy Deadhorse on 
Feb. 28. The space, which holds everything 
from performance art to drag shows, is part 
of a larger complex at 1900 E. 12th, includ- 
ing the Romani Gallery, a gift store, and a 
tattoo parlor. Shane and Shannon Howard, 
along with partners Sean Boyle and Matt 
Donham, took up residence on the notorious 
block - where sits Club 1808 and the 
recently shuttered Club 40 - in October and 
have a five-year lease. Ray Valentine, who 
manages and books the neighboring 
Legendary White Swan, is pleased to have 
the arts complex next door. “We’ll all benefit 
with more people traffic in the area.”

Spray Paint evolves classic ATX post punk

Think about the deinonychus (dy-NON-i- 
kus), ancestor to the velociraptors of 
Jurassic Park and one of the most impor- 
tant discoveries of dinosaur paleontology. It 
didn’t simply spring out of the earth one 
day. Streamline, agile, and believed to have 
had feathers, they were the antithesis of an 
enormous fern-eater like the brontosaurus, 
carnivorous beasts (Greek for “terrible 
claw”) engineered by evolution into light- 
ning-quick lizards with a natural killer 
instinct. Darwinism at work. 

Austin post-punk trio Spray Paint also 
descends from dinosaurs, literally. Its three 
members spun out of When Dinosaurs 
Ruled the Earth, the local noise-rock double 
everything that once broke Beerland on 
a bimonthly basis. Dinos died out, but 
the evolution of homegrown punk contin- 
ued its course. 

As with Cretaceous predators, Spray 
Paint updates its antecedent - smaller, more 
nimble. Snappy. It steps off the fuzz pedals 
and finds a razor sharpness in clean tones. 
Guitarists Cory Plump and George Dishner 
thread those modulations through delay for 
something subtle and sunless, downplaying 
Dinos’ affinity for blow-out-your-earholes 
recordings that battered fans in later years. 
Atop drummer Chris Stephenson’s bulleted 
metronome, they’re both sleek and dishev- 
eled, a product of what came before but a 
quantum leap forward. 

Dig just beneath the surface of Spray 
Paint’s grinning skeleton and you’ll find 
bones dating back to the earliest days of 
Austin punk, before When Dinosaurs Ruled 
the Earth to Scratch Acid and Butthole 
Surfers. Hear Stephenson’s style-to-be on 
1984 Surfers’ sludge anthem “Dum Dum” 
and the Jesus Lizard’s “Sunday You Need 


Love.” His kicks, tone, and presence hearken 
back to the former’s Independent Worm 
Saloon standard “Strawberry,” whose 
bassline Plump might lay down on his down- 
tuned six-string. Or scope the clean, droney 
guitar carrying each verse of “Cough Syrup” 
from the B-Hole’s Electriclarryland, 1996. 
Sounds a bit like “George’s Theme” off Rodeo 
Songs, Spray Paint’s second full-length. 

Consider, too, that the Dinos covered 
Scratch Acid (“Greatest Gift”), not to men- 
tion their frantic, David Yow-derived 
screams. Dishner, a banshee since his days 
in corrosive funsters the Tuxedo Killers, fol- 
lows through today with “Making Water” 
and “False Cowboys.” And note the half- 
sung gang vocals a la Gibby Haynes and his 
fellow Surfers, who Plump idolized growing 
up in Indiana, where he founded ATX 
immigrants Awesome Cool Dudes. 

“One of my favorite Texas bands ever,” 
he nods upon citation of the B-word. 


Finally, recall Houston skuzz puppets 
Rusted Shut, whose fully-in-the-red record- 
ing style appears in late-period Dinos. The 
septet, which began in 2005, had a two-LP 
run before whittling down to a fivepiece 
that threw Dishner and four incomprehen- 
sibly loud guitars at you all at once, brought 
about its own extinction. 

“Towards the end, no one really liked us,” 
shrugs Dishner. “That’s fine. Why would 
they? But I liked Dinos so much more 
towards the end.” 

Says Plump: “We were as good when we 
were whittling down as we had ever been.” 

Morphing into Spray Paint happened 
naturally but appeared as if out of thin air. 
Plump, Dishner, and Stephenson clocked 
into a Dinos practice one day when their 
other two bandmates couldn’t show, 
recorded a few tracks, and sent them off 
to Scott Soriano, who runs S.S. Records 
out of the California state capital. 

“Our only three songs,” 
chuckles Plump. “And he 
loved them. He said, Til 
put this out if you’re a 
real band. I don’t do bed- 
room projects,’ which we 
totally were.” 

“It helped legitimize us 
right away,” says Dishner. 

At that moment, Spray 
Paint became a band. The 
agreement with S.S. 
made the new trio’s first 
gig - Feb. 10, 2012, at 
Beerland - a 7-inch 
release show, with anoth- 
er single pushed through 
the label that June. A tour 
up the West Coast and back through the 
mountains and 1-35 corridor followed, then 
Spray Paint retreated to the studio before 
emerging Feb. 2013 with an eponymous 
full-length that went down like nose whis- 
key. Another tour and a spot at Chaos in 
Tejas in late spring signed them off until 17 
gigs in 18 days across 15 North American 
cities in September. They debuted at Fun 
Fun Fun Fest a month later, and in 
December released Rodeo Songs on S.S. 
Records, their second LP of 2013. 

That’s a breakneck pace for any act, 
much less one comprising members who 


each maintain second endeavors. Plump 
helps run Austin’s Monofonus Press and 
screen prints for Bearded Lady; Dishner, 
the son of Chronicle co-founder and film 
production manager Joe Dishner, does free- 
lance set design, and is often unavailable 
for weeks at a time; and, in addition to 
Spray Paint, Stephenson drums and tours 
with Dikes of Holland and Massageinist. 

“That’s the main goal,” says Plump. 
“Urgency. Working fast, working urgently. 
We thrive on deadlines: ‘He’s going to be 
gone at this point, so we’re going to be dead 
for a month here. We need to have shit done 
before then.’ 

“Thriving on deadlines is how we get shit 
done, and gives a quality to the music that’s 
not too overwrought.” 

The first weekend of this month, the 
band recorded 10 songs while booking gigs 
for South by Southwest (their second). In 
April, they’ll tour with Detroit’s Protomartyr. 

Plump anticipates an 
album shortly thereafter, 
then a tour of the Pacific 
Northwest and some 
August dates recording 
in San Francisco with 
Chris Woodhouse, whose 
nose for garage nuggets 
emanates via Ty Segall 
and Thee Oh Sees. 

“We’re kind of amazed 
that people are into us in 
the first place, but we 
know it’s got a shelf 
life,” says Dishner. “We 
might as well get prod- 
uct on the street as quick 
as we can.” 

They hope to get to Europe in the fall, 
something no member’s done with any 
other band and all three of them now on the 
other side of 30. The next LP will appear on 
Monofonus instead of S.S., the band citing 
increased tour support and a heightened 
willingness to hire European publicity and 
the necessary driver and interpreter in 
addition to proper distribution. 

“We’re going to explore every option that 
we can and work very, very fast,” concludes 
Plumb. “While there’s a few people interested, 
we’re trying to get as much done as we can. 
Rock music is not an old man’s game.” ■

Spray Paint Rodeo Songs (S.S. Records) 

Equal parts avant-punk stridency and sun-basted lysergia, Spray Paint cultivates a strangely allur- 
ing equilibrium on its second album. Once the initial system shock of the road-hearty Austin trio’s 
frayed guitar machinations, corrugated tin shack reverb, and salvage yard percussion subsides, the 
whole sonic package slithers toward sensibility one short, sharp missive at a time. A loose-but-dis- 
cernable theme centered around low-rent depravity bolsters the narrative. The Southern Gothic guns- 
and-drugs scene in “Day Sniffer” never gets a full accounting, but the scratched metal guitar repeti- 
tion approximating either a faulty bug zapper or unbalanced ceiling fan proves harrowingly effective 
on its own. Likewise, snippets regarding a shady glass-cutter on “Bring Dumpster Back” are fleshed 
out in the creeping trash-rock maelstrom. “False Cowboys” summons Joy Division’s icy blade until 
a left turn lands the band in hardcore-era Devo environs. Conditions deteriorate rapidly as the stac- 
cato blast furnace “Littering Team” belches forth a fiery froth of cinder and ground-up sinew. “Real 
Good Smile” employs an inebriated stutter-step rhythm to incant deep-seated disorientation before 
“Ultimate Umpire” raises the urgency by juxtaposing the jagged ruins of surf and no-wave riffs over a 
steadfast, oblivion-bound beat. The whole volatile package screams for celluloid exploitation.

Beck 

Morning Phase (Capitol) 

More is more. Over an 11-album arc beginning in 1993, 
that’s Beck in a phrase - campy, bombastic, and capped 
with an elusiveness that makes you wonder if you missed 
something in the digitized melee. Morning Phase disrupts 
that discourse. Discounting 2012’s interpretive Song 
Reader, his first album in almost six years harks back to 
a not-so-dark-horse favorite in his oeuvre, 2002’s Sea 
Change, a stunning acoustic confessional that allowed a 
brief glimpse into Beck’s vulnerabilities. More than ever, 

Beck seemed ready for conversation, and Morning Phase 
lands you right back in the passenger seat. It forges a 
symbiotic relationship with an artist who’s spent decades building walls and changing hats, the 
result being an elegant, condensed album making the listener an integral part of its function. 
After a 40-second swell of strings as intro, Morning Phase begins with the same strummed E 
chord that started Sea Change 12 years ago. “This morning I let down my defenses/This morn- 
ing it was just you and me,” he sings wearily on “Morning,” countering raw lyrics with sleek, 
reduced accompaniment that relies on an organic musicality that could’ve been written by a 
depressed Gene Clark. First single “Blue Moon” epitomizes the LP’s crux, immense in its sim- 
plicity and visceral without all of the usual techno blips. Finger-picking and banjo evoke a Sufjan 
Stevens aesthetic on “Say Goodbye,” completely stripped of all non-plucked flourish or fluff, 
and “Wave” serves as a string-and-synth interlude: floating, sparse, and overtly intentional in 
its omission of the acoustic guitar that drives most of Morning Phase. Steel whines on “Country 
Down,” marrying its author’s written isolation with the music, while campfire chord progressions 
and a longing harmonica solo add a rustic lushness. Slow burning piano ballad “Waking Light” 
brings the album to a gentle close, letting its final words fall against a distorted guitar solo and 
strings that add a touch of grandeur. With every track, Beck makes a statement, one that’s 
overwhelming but oddly comforting. It’s the need to be a part of something larger, a fear of 
being alone. And with Morning Phase, it feels like we’re his lifeline.

Tattoo You, the Rolling Stones’ final studio 
masterpiece. Where the latter’s vaults 
uncovered the single rifle crack among 
three-dozen reggae takes of “Start Me Up,” 
Jersey’s boss of bosses takes his LP open- 
er and lead single straight back to soul, 
liquefying 1996 EP track “High Hopes” with 
horns, harmonies, and hip-hop rhythms 
shot through by Tom Morello’s skid-mark 
guitar. Post 9/11 sessions for The Rising 
yield early continuity (“American Skin [41 
Shots]”), but once Springsteen goes Stax 
with full-on gospel rock (“Heaven’s Wall”), 
High Hopes reveals its soft brown underbel- 
ly. The Sgt. Pepper/Satanic Majesties brass 
bridge and fanfare on Aussie punk cover 
“Just Like Fire Would” matches its strings, 
acoustic strum, and piano in harmonic 
nirvana. Neither late-inning syrup (“Hunter 
of Invisible Game”) nor Rage Against the 
Machine (“The Ghost of Tom Joad”) can 
undercut Suicide being taken Roy Orbison 
on closing revamp “Dream Baby Dream,” 
High Hope’s “Waiting on a Friend.”

Rosanne Cash 

The River & the Thread 
(Blue Note) 

Rosanne Cash pro- 
duced some of her 
best work over the 
past decade, songs 
wrought in the specter 
of grief and memory 
after the loss of her mother, outlaw father, and 
step-mother. 2006’s Black Cadillac grappled with 
those deaths, while 2009 covers LP The List is 
a celebration of the personal impact of her dad, 
Johnny Cash. The River & the Thread now finds 
the veteran Nashville singer-songwriter reconciling 
her Southern heritage, crafting songs of immense 
detail and emotion that rake across the roads of 
her upbringing. Her voice is meditative, a calming 
hum even on more uptempo rockers like “Modern 
Blue,” and given to vivid images like those arising 
from “The Sunken Lands.” Stylistically, the album 
moves easily through blues and country-folk roots, 
but with a pristine polish aided by multi-instru- 
mental contributions of spouse John Leventhal. 

“A Feather’s Not a Bird” floats poetically and 
deeply literate, while the exceptional “Etta’s Tune” 
weaves in ode to longtime Johnny Cash bassist 
Marshall Grant, and “World of Strange Design” 
echoes the metaphysical Southern mystery of Jim 
White. Closing with Civil War-set ballad “When the 
Master Calls the Roll,” and Emmett Till-inspired 
“Money Road,” Rosanne Cash caps a trilogy of 
reflection with poise and insight, a complex cul- 
tural legacy moved distinctly forward.

Live Shots 
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Iris DeMent 

Cactus Cafe, Feb. 16 

Midway through the 90-min- 
ute set of her second sold-out 
night at the Cactus Cafe last 
weekend, Iris DeMent admitted 
she expected to have a backing 
band, but that recent bad weath- 
er on the East Coast prevented 
them from traveling. Not that it 
made any difference. DeMent 
last appeared here in 2009, so 
she easily sold out Friday and 
Sunday night. The big news was 
the quintessential middle-Amer- 
ican singer-songwriter had new 
songs to share, Sing the Delta 
having appeared late in 2012, 
her first originals in 16 years. 

Notoriously shy, DeMent semi- 
hid behind a grand piano most 
of the night. “I’d sing behind a 
sheet if I could,” she acknowl- 
edged, but the songs, both new 
and old, were characteristically 
wrenching and cinematic. The 
newest material deals with fam- 
ily ties and growing up in the 

Arkansas Delta. “The Night I Learned How Not to Pray” stood out for its straightforward 
yet harrowing recollection of a younger brother’s death. She dedicated “Makin’ My Way 
Back Home” to Tammy Wynette, DeMent having adopted the country diva as a kindred 
spirit. There was also a story of her mom being upset with Merle Haggard when he 
changed the words to one of Iris’ songs while recording it. “I wouldn’t be here if it wasn’t 
for him,” she shrugged. DeMent picked up her guitar for the last two songs of the set, 
ending with a sweetly rendered version of Johnny Cash’s “I Still Miss Someone.” Her 
shrill vocals might still be an acquired taste, but DeMent’s bittersweet melodies remain 
something to treasure. - Jim Caligiuri

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Neutral Milk Hotel 

ACL Live at the Moody Theater, Feb. 17 

Neutral Milk Hotel’s 1998 sophomore 
LP, In the Aeroplane Over the Sea, was 
made by a band that until last year had 
been broken up since just before this mil- 
lennium. No website, no promotion, no 
offshoots, no hint of new music. Plus a 
singer who’s remained reclusive for about 
as long as he’s been famous. Put all 
that together and you’ve got two sold-out 
performances at one of Austin’s biggest 
venues. Aeroplane’ s built a cult. And sud- 
denly, the high priest was there onstage, 
salt-and-pepper bearded bandleader Jeff 
Mangum, playing a guitar while singing 
“Two-Headed Boy” in his perfectly cracked 
voice. All by his lonesome, strumming 
carefully but firm. I still don’t know what 
“There is no reason to grieve/The world 
that you need is wrapped up in gold silver 
sleeves” means, but I also felt immense 
comfort that Mangum doesn’t have the 
answers anymore, either. He’s just a ves- 
sel now. Some of these songs are 20 
years old - there’s no immediacy or gravi- 
tas anymore. The band’s back to give the 
people what they want and make a little 
money along the way. Fair enough. They 


raged “Holland, 1945,” a song I’ve imag- 
ined hearing live since I was 16. A rush 
of color, a few kids going nuts, and done. 

I dangle for a moment. So that was that, 
then? Starry-eyed Julian Koster of Music 
Tapes fame serenaded us with a singing 
saw for Aeroplane’s title track and languid 
accordion through the first act of “King of 
Carrot Flowers.” The brass, a most vital 
part of Neutral Milk Hotel’s sound, was 
present and gorgeous through “Fool” and 
especially “Snow Song Pt. 1.” Mangum’s 
centerpiece performance of “Oh Comely” 
was the most eye-grabbing moment 
Monday, if only because the collective 
catharsis of fans hung heavy on the air. It 
capped everything you could’ve possibly 
wanted from a Neutral Milk Hotel show, 
performed with the accuracy and engage- 
ment that sometimes escapes the lifers. 
And yet, Aeroplane is loaded with tangible, 
violent, throat-shredding loss. I still hear 
its ghosts, secrets ducking behind every 
corner. I hear everything that made me so 
obsessive once. The Neutral Milk Hotel 
reunion tour won’t quench that thirst. 
Nothing ever will. That’s what makes In 
the Aeroplane Over the Sea undeniable.

OUR COLD, DEAD HANDS 

The semi-obscure Florida statute 790.15 
took center stage in January following a 
Miami Herald report of a resident of the town 
of Big Pine Key who routinely target-shoots 
his handgun in his yard, with impunity, to the 
consternation of neighbors. The statute per- 
mits open firing on private property (except 
shooting over a public right-of-way or an occu- 
pied dwelling), and several cities have tried, 
unsuccessfully, to restrict that right, citing 
“public safety” in residential neighborhoods. 
(A 2011 lobbying campaign by the National 
Rifle Association, and a state supreme court 
decision nixed any change in the law.) 
“Negligent” shooting is illegal, but only a mis- 
demeanor. Thus, skillful shooting - next door 
to a day care center or in a small yard that 
abuts a high-trafficked pedestrian street - is 
likely perfectly legal. One Florida legislator 
who was originally from Alaska noted that 
even in Anchorage people cannot fire at will 
in their yards. 

THE CONTINUING CRISIS 

The Power of Prayer: Nelson Thabo Modupe 
threatened a lawsuit in January against South 
Africa’s Eskom electric utility unless the com- 
pany paid him the equivalent of about $22.3 
million for “saving” the firm that amount dur- 
ing the weeks of the 2010 Soccer World Cup. 
Modupe reasoned that he had joined the Zion 
Christian Church just before the event and 
had prayed (“successfully”) to God to spare 
the utility from blackouts and power reduc- 


tions during that period (which would have 
cost Eskom millions more). Modupe, open to 
negotiation, said he would accept a partner- 
ship in the company as a compromise. 

CULTURAL DIVERSITY 

South Korea is a well-known hub for cos- 
metic surgery, with a higher rate per capita 
than the U.S., but the procedures can be 
expensive, inspiring many young women 
recently to resort to do-it-yourself procedures 
for their professional and romantic upgrades. 

A December GlobalPost dispatch noted that 
some might try to force their eyes to stay 
open without blinking (using a novel $20 pair 
of glasses for hours on end) as a substitute 
for costly “double-eyelid” surgery. Also in use: 
a $6 jaw-squeezing roller device for the face 
to push the jawline into a fashionable “oval” 
form. One teen told the reporter she applies 
an imaginative contraption to her face for 
hours a day to pressure her nose into more of 
a point, which is considered a desirable 
Western look. 

Acquired Tastes: 1) In December, thieves in 
Wicklow, Ireland, raided a convent’s field at 
the Dominican Farm and Ecology Center, strip- 
ping it of its entire crop of brussels sprouts. A 
nun at the farm said the sisters were devas- 
tated to miss out on the lucrative market for 
high-end Christmas dinners. 2) In January, 
Wal-Mart in China recalled its “Five Spice” 
donkey meat sold in some locations because 
the popular snack was found to be tainted - 
with fox meat. 


Labor’s Influence in France: The French 
social security agency URSSAF initiated an 
enforcement action in December against 
the Mamm-Kounifl music bar in the town of 
Locmiquelic for underpaying employee con- 
tributions - in that the tavern encourages 
customers to bus their own tables and 
thus reduces its need to hire more servers. 
The owner denied he was trying to save 
money. “It’s Gust] our trademark. We want 
the customer to feel comfortable, a bit like 
he’s at home.” 

QUESTIONABLE JUDGMENTS 

Interesting Life Ahead: From the birth regis- 
ter of Elkhart (Ind.) General Hospital, reported 
by The Elkhart Truth, Jan. 19, 2014: “Tamekia 
Burks, Elkhart, daughter (named La’SouIja 
Major La’Pimp Burks, 6 lbs., 8 oz.), 3:20pm 
Wednesday, Jan. 15, 2014.” 

The makers of a product called Poo-Pourri 
garnered a “coveted” advertising award from 
USA Today in December as one of the five 
worst ads of the year. Toilet users con- 
cerned about smell are encouraged to spray 
Poo-Pourri on the commode, preuse, and in 
the television ad, a British-accented female 
sits on the throne, extolling the product. 
Opening line: “You would not believe the 
mother lode I just dropped.” (Nonetheless, 
USA Today still found two other ads that 
upset its editors more.) 

PERSPECTIVE 

Three million Americans are infected with 
hepatitis C (as are millions more overseas), 
but a very recent drug, Sovaldi, completely 
cures it with 84 daily doses. However, its 
manufacturer, Gilead Sciences, has somehow 
determined that a fair U.S. price for the drug 
should be $1,000 per pill ($84,000 for the 
total treatment). Shouldn’t Gilead reduce the 
price once it has recouped its expensive 
investment, asked an NPR reporter in 
December? “That’s very unlikely we would do 
that,” said Gilead’s Gregg Alton, but “I appre- 
ciate the thought.” (According to NPR, Gilead 
“developed” Sovaldi merely by buying 
Sovaldi’s actual developer for $11 billion. At 
$84,000 per patient, Gilead would “recoup” 
that investment from the first 150,000 cus- 
tomers, leaving 2.85 million more U.S. 
patients to pay $84,000 each, for an income 
of $239 billion.) 

PEOPLE WITH ISSUES 

Trevor Robinson, 67, of Skellingthorpe, 
England, was re-arrested in November for vio- 
lating a previous Anti-Social Behavior Order by 
pushing a doll-carrying baby carriage in pub- 
lic. (He was also reportedly performing a sex 
act on himself.) The 2009 ASBO barred him 
from possessing dolls, baby carriages, and 
“any other” means in which toys might be 
transported. Robinson has admitted to having 
a problem with dolls - due, he said, to his 
inability to father children himself.

How are bonds forged between parents and 
children? The old debate between nature vs. 


nurture rears its noncommittal head in 
Hirokazu Kore-eda’s 2013 Cannes Jury 
Prize-winning film, Like Father ; Like Son. 
Blood ties are undoubtedly important - and 
more important in some cultures than in 
others. Yet, nurturance and time spent with 
the child cannot be discounted as influen- 
tial factors. This Japanese film by that coun- 
try’s preeminent surveyor of contemporary 
familial relationships explores humanity’s 
ambivalence regarding the matter. (In Kore- 
eda’s Maborosi, a wife deals with the after- 
effects of her husband’s mysterious suicide; 
Nobody Knows shows us a 12-year-old 
forced to become the caretaker of his brood 
of younger siblings when their mother aban- 
dons them; Still Walking details the mixed 
emotions that all the characters struggle 
to keep in check when two grown children 
and their families come to visit their elderly 
parents on the 15th anniversary of the acci- 
dental death of their brother.) 

The three films mentioned 
above are all truly great mas- 
terpieces, and though Like 
Father ; Like Son is a very good 
movie, it is not in the same 
category. The story is a bit 
too schematic and impartial for that. The 
film ultimately perpetuates the ambiguity 
that permeates this human dilemma, while 
adding little to its illumination. What the film 
does provide, however, is an up-close view 
of two families struggling with this conflict - 
a no-win situation that’s indelibly inscribed. 

Keita Ninomiya (Ninomiya) is the 6-year- 
old son of Ryota (Fukuyama) and Midorino 
(Ono). We first encounter this family in the 
midst of the child’s interview for accep- 
tance into an elite school. Keita is the cou- 
ple’s only child and they are obviously com- 


fortable enough financially to afford such a 
school. Even though Ryota ’s work schedule 
cuts into his family time, he remains a dot- 
ing father during the time he does spend 
with his son. The family balance is upset 
by a phone call one day from the hospital 
where Keita was born. Apparently, there 
was a mix-up, and they are one of two 
couples who went home with the wrong 
baby. Yukari (Maki) and Yudai (Franky) Saiki 
are the couple who took home and raised 
the Ninomiyas’ baby, who is now also 6 
and named Ryusei (Hwang). The Saikis 
are the parents of several small children, 
and their economic fortunes as the propri- 
etors of a small electric supply and repair 
shop are more markedly modest than the 
Ninomiyas’. The painstaking process of fig- 
uring out how to rectify the situation - with 
hospital administrators also involved as 
an another vested interest - informs the 
rest of the movie. Shock and 
bewilderment are paired with 
mutual recriminations and 
unsolicited opinions from the 
couples’ parents and in-laws. 
There is no good solution 
and no right solution, and tur- 
moil gives birth to tensions between Ryota 
and Midorino. Conversely, the revelation of 
their offsprings’ true parentage also helps 
clarify buried questions that have nagged 
them from the get-go: Why does each 
child’s proclivities and appearance seem 
dissimilar to that of their parents’? Should 
a parent innately recognize his or her bio- 
logical child from the mass of squallers 
lying in basinets in a hospital nursery? 
Such questions and the internal uproar 
they generate are the unsettling domain of 
Like Father ; Like Son.

International filmmakers as diverse as Jean 
Renoir, Claude Berri, and Park Chan-wook 
have been inspired by Emile Zola, but English 
adaptations of his novels are harder to come 
by. Here, first-time feature director Charlie 
Stratton tackles Zola’s 1867 breakthrough 
Therese Raquin (by way of Neal Bell’s adapta- 
tion for the stage) for a psychological drama 
that is well-appointed and smartly cast, but 
only dips a toe into the depths available to it. 

Therese (Olsen) - an orphan raised by her 
smothering aunt, Madame Raquin (Lange) 

- is a powder keg of untapped passion who 
is bullied into marrying the sickly cousin, 
Camille (Felton), she’s always considered a 
brother, never a lover. Enter Laurent (Isaac), a 
wannabe painter who befriends Camille and 
works his way into the Raquin home. With 
the puppyish Camille and his helicoptering 
mom, Laurent is all smiles, but with Therese, 
he turns on the smoldering eyes. 

Isaac and Olsen are both mesmerizing 
actors, and Lange and Felton also do very 
good work in supporting roles, but their collec- 
tive gameness - all that acting their pants off 
(sometimes literally) - is underserved by the 
film’s script and direction. Stratton lavishes 
screen time on the early ardor of Therese 
and Laurent, overloading the first half of the 
film and then lurching his way through the big 
dramatic beats that come after.

wither. Paradoxically, In Secret probes these 
troubled minds from an arm’s-length remove.

Sharon Jones & the Dap Kings 


Wednesdays used to be just that for Sharon Jones - 
Wednesday. These days, after three shows in four nights 


and a road trip halfway down the Eastern seaboard, 
Wednesdays have become rest days. Believe the New 
York City soul singer when she says that she doesn’t 
like to rest. 

“People look at my schedule and say it’s so busy. 

It’s been like that for the past 18 years,” she says 
from Durham, N.C., where she and her band fell victim 
to last week’s nor’easter. “People just never noticed. 
It’s only because I’m sick and they’re concerned about 
my energy. 

“I was out of work for seven months, and I’ll be 58 
in May. I’m not a young chickadee anymore.” 

No doubt, yet despite a bout with stage-two pan- 
creatic cancer that had her staring down death last 
summer, this bird’s still got bloom. Jones’ fifth album, 


January’s Give the People What They Want, pushes an 
agenda in line with her previous four LPs alongside 
the zip-tight Dap Kings, a Brooklyn-based funk band 
trading on deep pockets of groove. Jones and compa- 
ny recorded the album before her May diagnosis, but 
the material changed with her circumstances. 

“The songs have new meanings,” acknowledges 
Jones. “We do that song ‘Get Up and Get Out.’ I’m sing- 
ing, ‘Get up and get out,’ like a preacher telling the can- 
cer to get up and get out my body. I used to sing it like 
it was about some man in my life. But that song isn’t 
about me telling someone to get up and get out. 

“My drummer [Homer Steinweiss] wrote it. He 
said that song’s really about bed bugs. Now it’s got 
three meanings!” - Chase Hoffberger
